Dr. Roland D. Jones, owner of the 
Hotel Roland at 56 East Fifty-ninth 
Street and a physician known in medical 
| circles the country over as a specialist 
in fheumatism, spent yesterday 
nooh and the early part of last evening 
motoring with his friend and patient, 
Dr.| Elwood Patrick of West Chester, 
Pern., a fellow student at the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania more than thirty 
j years ago. Save for a bit of tire trouble 
}and an occasional balk on the part of 
| the} motor, the drive was a pleasant one, 
and after dinner at the hotel the two 
set] out to see the city with tne lights 
turned on. 

They were driving up Broadway 
toward Columbia University when, at 
| 114th Street, the car slowed down almost 
imperceptibly to a halt. From the back 
seat Dr. Patrick noticed that Dr. Jones 
wasp bending over tne’steering wheel, 
and, supposing that there had been an- 
other little difficulty with the gear, he 
sat) quietly taking in-the view of Broad- 
way.

He signalied to three Columbia under- | 


erpduates who were passing in another 
car. They lifted the dead doctor to 
their machine and put on speed until 
St. Luke’s Hospital was reached, whcre 
Dr. Jones was formally pronounced 
déad. 

His machine and his body were taken 
then to the West 125th Street Station, 
until his hotel’s night Superintendent, 
Adcle Johnston, and his clerk, Claude 
Marriner, came with orders for their re- 
moval.. Death was probably caused by 
heart disease. 

Dr. Jones was a man well known in 
his profession, although there were 
great differences of opinien as to the 
value of his treatment. He is known 
| to have possessed large means, and one 
of his friends said last night that his 
fortune was well above $2,000,000. The 
Hotel Roland was run both as a hotel 
and as a sanitarium where his patients 
might stay while undergoing treat- 
ment. His office was there, and also 
his home. He was unmarried. 
|The Hotel Roland .was the setting 
of ‘an incident that led to one of the 
bitterest fights that ever shook the 
County Medical Society. That was 
the Andrews-Mooney case of 1907. 
Dr. Charles J. Mooney, in a letter to 
the President of tne society, said that 
the society’s attorney, Champe S. An- 
| drews, had accused another doctor and 
| himself of being the last persons con- 
| cerned in a criminal operation several 
| hours after Mr. Andrews, acording to 
| Dr, Mooney’s version, had requested 
i them to attend the woman. The woman 
in question had gene from the Hotel 
Roland to a hospital.

| PARIS, Sept. 25.—In a monoplane 
{of his own construction, Albert Mo- 
ireau, a French airman, at Melun 
|yesterday won the prize for an au- 
|tomatically stable aeroplane. 

| With an official as a passenger he 
iflew 17 miles without touching the 


‘controls of the machine, a feat the 
{more remarkable, as the wind was 
iblowing at from 12 to 15 miles in 
ijhour and there were occasional gusts 
at the rate of 30 miles an hour. 

Throughout the flight, even when 
the machine banked over and rolled 
so much that the passenger asked 
him to take the controls, Moreau gat 
calmly, with his arms folded, and the 
machine always righted itself. 

The monoplane, which is fitted witn 
an 80 horse power Gnome engine, re- 
sembles a bird when in flight. 
| Moreau is hampered in his inven- 
tions by lack of funds. He says,

MARSEILLES, Sept. 25.—That it 
‘would be madness at present to at- 
‘tempt a transatlantic flight was the 
{opinion expressed to THE TIMES cor- 
\respondent this evening by Roland G. 
{Garros when he boarded the steamer 
Manouba, in which he is returning 
from Tunis. Asked in behalf of THE 
Times whether he thought his flight 
across the Mediterranean brought 
jnearer the day when it would be pos- 
|sible to fly over the Atlantic, he said: 
| “I have thought out such a flight, 
land you can state that although I do 
| not think it humanly impossible, J 
| don’t regard it as morally possible at 
ithe present time. I would wager that 
nine times out of ten any attempts 
| would fail. It would, in fact, be mad- 
| ness to attempt such an adventure. 
“When it comes to be done, as un- 
|doubtedly it will some day, it will be 
; with a Hght, swift monoplane such as 
{mine, not with a hydro-aeroplane. It 
| will be necessary to go from England 
jto Iceland, thence to Newfoundland. 
Such a route is longer than the direct 
flight over the sea, but it is safer. 
| “Each stage of such a journey,” Mr. 
|Garros continued, “ would be a little 
‘longer than my flight across the Medi- 
| terranean. It would be necessary to 
make three journeys like that In order 
ito pick up oil and petrol. At least 
three days would be necessary, but, as 
‘IT have said, it would be a tremendous 
l task, and practically impossible now.” 
When the passengers landed, an 
enormous crowd gathered in the har- 
bor gave Mr. Garros an enthusiastic 
welcome. Floral tributes were show- 
ered on him while the airman, who 
|was borne high on men’s shoulders, 
was waiting for an automobile. After 
hearing complimentary speeches by 
members of the Aero Club and munic- 
ipal representatives, Mr. Garros said 
the only anxious moment ‘he experi- 
enced in the voyage came ninety min- 
utes after his departure because of a 
valve spring. Fearing the engine 
would treak down, he headed for Cor- 
sica, but the motor continued to work 
satisfactorily, and therefore he again 
changed his course, passing over Sar- 
dinia He flew nearly all the way 
above the clouds, at an altitude of

LE-GARROS 10 EXPEL GUNMEN

Fearing More Riots, Has Gal- 
leries Cleared of Armed Men. 


Special to The New York Times, 
NASHVILLE, Tenn.,_ Sept. 
Rather than risk a. repetition of the 
riotous scenes, witnessed yesterday in 
the lower house of the Tennessee Leg- 
islature, when mob rule prevailed in a 
bitter protest against the arbitrary ad- 
journment of the session by Speaker 
Stanton, who charged that gunmen 
were attempting to pick him off from 
the galleries; the regular Democrats 
refused to-day to proceed with the 
business of the body unless the floor 
and galleries were cleared of the armed 
and alleged hired gun-

men, 

The corridors of the State House 
were packed with uniformed police sent 
by Mayor Howse to protect Speaker 
Stanton and Floor Leader McFarland, 
but the Speaker refused to permit the 
guard to remain, and ordered that a 
committee which he appointed see that 
all police and gunmen leave the State 
House. Every cloak room and private 
office was searched, four heavily 
armed prison guards in charge of a life- 
term convict being driven from Gov. 
Hooper’s office. 

At all entrances into the House and 
around all stairways leading into the 
chamber Speaker Stanton placed Ser- 


geants at Arms to prevent the entrance | 


of any visiters, women and the press 
alone being excepted. 

The explosion of 
flashlight created a small panic among 
the Representatives, several automat- 
ically reaching for their weapons. 

Several spectators declined to leave 
unless assured that city detectives and 
other alleged armed men obeyed. the 
request. All the partisans of tne op- 
posing Legislative factions finally left 
the building, and the House was again 
called to order. 

The regulars continued their filibuster 
against the liquor law enforcement bills. 
These bills, three in number, are de- 
signed to strengthen the State-wide pro- 
hibition laws. They prohibit the shi 
ment of liquor into the State or within 
the borders of the State, and provide 
for action in criminal or civil courts to 
declare saloons public.nuisances upon 
petition of ten taxpayers. All three of 
the measures passed the Senate by a 
close vote. 

At the morning session Representative 
Bejach’introduced a resolution citing 
John Yeatman, Deputy Game Warden, 
to appear before the House for con- 
tempt, it being- alleged that he had 
drawn a revolver yesterday when the 
House adjourned in an uproar. Late 
in the aftsrnodn the resolution was 
voted down. Representative McDade 
then ‘presented a petition signed by 
tifty-two members, urging Speaker Stan- 
ton to allow the law enforcement. bills 
to come to a vote; but a sudden illness 
of the Speaker afforded an occasion 
for adjournment without disorder.

CONVICT AIDS IN CAPTURE 


Guards in Launch Pursue Green, 
Who Escaped Once Before and 
Was Gone Two Years.

OSSINING, N. Y., Sept. 25.—‘‘ Big 
Bill’? Green, long known as the “ bad 
man of Ossining,’’ who broke his way 
out of Sing Sing in 1910 amd tasted two 
years of liberty before his recapture,

The attempted jail delivery was staged 
at the prison pier, where Green and the

Suddenly, an4 
in all likelihood at a signal from Green, 
one of the convicts sprang at Gornley 
and knocked him down. Then the five 
jumped into the Hudson and swam for 
all they were worth. 

But as he went down Gornley had 
given a roar of rage and alarm, The 
sound was caught up and passed from 
sentry box to sentry box along the 
shore, and from each of these an 
armed guard stepped and began to fire. 
They aimed not at the heads of the 
swimming (prisoners, but over their 
heads. 

This was enough for three of them.

BARS DOWN ON EVIDENCE. 


Court Votes to Admit All Bearing 
on. Sulzer Campaign Fund. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Sept. 25.—The most impor- 
tant development at the morning session 
of the Sulzer Court of Impeachment was 
the settlement of the question as to the 
admissibility of evidence of suppressed 
campaign contributions other than those 
mentioned in the articles of impeach- 
ment. The court, by unanimous vote, 
threw open the doors to the admission 
of such testimony. 

There were six absentees among the 
members of the court when the morn- 
ing session opened at 10 o’clock. Edgar 
Truman Brackett for the managers im- 
mediately moved to strike out as incom- 
petent the answer of Jacob H. Schiff 
yesterday as to his intention in giving 
the $2,500 check—that he thought he had 
intended that Mr. Sulzer should do what 
he pleased with the money. Mr. Schiff 
said Mr. Sulzer came to him for a con- 
tribution to his campaign fund, and he 
offered to contribute $2,500 to that fund. 
This, said Mr. Brackett, was the only 
conversation at the time, and from it 
alone should be determined what was 
the intent of the gift. 

Louis Marshall argued in reply that 
Mr. Schiff’s answer had been competent, 
inasmuch as a charge had been made 
against the respondent of larceny of 
money intrusted to him in a fiduciary 
capacity. He contended that Mr. Schiff 
could not be the victim of larceny when 
he had consented to whatever use Mr. 
Sulzer might make of the gift. 

Senator Bracket pointed out that there 
was another victim concerned, the 
Democratic Party, which happened to 
be the beneficiary of the trust of which 
Mr. Sulzer was custodian in receiving 
campaign contributions. If Mr. Schiff 
had written, instead of spoken, the trust 
deed, he contended, surely no subsequent 
testimony as to any intention wholly 
undisclosed at the time that the trust 
was created could set aside the earlier 
conveyance, 

Presiding Judge Cullen ruled: 


Many Revise His Opinion. 

I think I shall adhere to the ruling 
heretofore made. If it was a common 
law. larceny, I should be certain that 
my ruling was correct, because a con- 
mon law larceny requires a trespass as 
well as a conversion of the property. 
There could hardly bea trespass if the 
owner assented. The trespass must be 
against the consent, The crime of lar- 
ceny is solely the creation of statute. 
At common law, it would not have 
been a criminal conversion of property. 

ow, as to the conversion, it is not 
so clear; yet I believe that the same 
underlying principle should obtain as 
in a common law larceny. Therefore, 
though I may hereafter change my 
ruling, if I look at the authorities, for 
the present I shall let that testimony 
stand, though some of that testimony 

is objectionable, , 

It is not what the feeling of the wit- 
ness is now; he might have been sat- 
isfied. The question is, what was his 
intent at the time, and to that he 
Should be strictly confined. If' there 
was an offense committed, he cannot 
condone it by saying now that he was 
Satisifed—no more than if my watch 
were taken by a person. It must be 
his intention at the time.

Decision on Intent Deferred. 


Mr. Stanchfield . objected on the 
ground that the intent of the witness, 
never communicated directly or indi- 
rectly to the recipient of the check, was 
inadmissable. Judge Cullen said tha 
earlier ruling disposed of the objection. 

“TI have grave doubts,” said Judge 
Hiscock, ‘“‘as to the admissability of 
that evidence, but I have no objection 
to admitting it, if we reserve the right 
to decide the question at the end of 
the trial.” 

Senator Brown objected that ‘one 
violation leads to another,” and sug- 
gested that the vote be taken at once. 
Mr. Marshall then withdrew his ques- 
tion. Mr. Stanchfield objected to the 
withdrawal ang made a plea for imme- 
diate decision. Counsel for Mr. Sulzer 
entered more vigorous objections, The 
Presiding Judge finally said he would 
look further into the law on the mat- 
ter before rendering a final opinion. 

Mr. Elkus was then excused without 
having to answer the question. 

Webb Floyd, President of the Mutual 
Alliance Trust Company, was next 
called. He produced a transcript of the 
account in his bank of Louis A. 
Sarecky from Aug, 5, 1912, to the 
present. It showed total deposits of 
$14,066, with'a balance on Dec. 31 of 
$489.19. The twenty-one deposit slips 
were identified and put in_ evidence. 
One of the checks represented on a de- 
posit slip of Oct. 15 was identified as 
the Schiff check for $2,500. 

Sarecky’s Deposit Slips. 

On Oct. 19, 1912, the deposit slip, as 
read by Mr. Kresel, contained these

have been named as unreported in Mr. 
Sulzer’s campaign statement:

Not Accident, but Crime. 


“We charge here,” said Mr. Stanch- 


field, ‘‘a willful, corrupt intention on 
the part of this respondent to file a 
false statement as to hig campaign con- 
tributions; that he did so intentionally. 
We charge a crime and an intent on the 
part of the respondent to parade for the 
public gaze certain itemized statements 
that appear in the papers he filed under 
cath as containing a list of all the con- 
tributors to his political campaign—of 
small amounts from obscure sources that 
would not attract attention; and that 
by a scheme, a plan, he omitted from 
that statement amounts that came from 
Wall Street, as identified in the person 
of Mr. Schiff; of amounts that came 
from the liquor interests, as represented 
in the person, years ago, of Mr. Tekul- 
sky; of amounts that came from brew- 
ers. 

“From all sources where he thought 
the receipt of those moneys might re- 
flect in any way upon his political 
future or be the subject of criticism or 
cavil, or debate, those amounts were 
sedulously, deliberately omitted, by de- 
sign, by intent by this respondent from 
those statements, and therefore we 
claim that, as bearing upon the fitness 
of the man, that as bearing upon the 
truth of these charges, as showing this 
corrupt, willful, deliberate intent, that 
renders thig man unfit to occupy the 
place that he at present fills, we have 
the right to show that in numberless 
other instances not appearing upon this 
record he has deliberately failed, inten- 
tionally failed, to file a statement of 
his receipts. - 

“IT concede that the failure to report 
one contribution might be an accident, 
said Mr. Stanchfield. ‘‘ The failure to 
report two contributions might be a 
coincidence; the failure to report a hun- 
dred is a crime.”’

Admits the Evidence. 

My opinion that this evidence 
should be admitted. I agree perfect- 
ly with the contention of the counsel 
for the respondent that there can be 
no amendment made in an impeach- 
ment trial that would bring in a new 
and different offense, because the 
sole power of impeachment is in the 
Assembly. We can only try in this 
court offenses which the Assembly 
have presented as grounds for the re- 
moval of the person impeached. 

But when you look at these articles— 
the first and second only—the gist of 
these articles is a single offense. It 
is the falsity of a particular statement 
or return. Now, it does numerate re- 
spects in which it is false, and it may 
be .possible, as to those articles, you 
should not go beyond it as to the ques- 
tion of whether the report was false 
{n other respects. But the gist of that 
article is the scienter, the knowledge 
or intention to make a false report. 
And it seems to me, within the author- 
ities, proof of similar acts at the time 
or about the time might be compe- 
tent evidence. 

The sixth article—I am not prepared 
to say that this may not be proved 
under the terms of the sixth article— 
the terms of the sixth article allege a 
conversion or a steaiing of certain 
checks, and then it concludes, “ and 
cash amounting to thirty-odd thousand 
doliars.’’ Of course, the respondent 
was entitled to a fair intimation of 
what those sums were, and if they had 
asked for a bill of particulars of that 
article it might have been granted, 
but the respondent has not done any- 
thing of the kind. 

Of course, this 
strued with the absolute strictness 
of an indictment in a criminal case. 
If I were sitting in the Court of Oyer 
and Terminer and that were present- 
ed, it would not be allowed. It does 
not matter particularly who was the 
owner of the property, but my no- 
tion is that articles of Impeachment 
are not to be construed and judged 
in the same way that wou would ar- 
ticles of indictment. They ought, of 
course, to conform to the requisites 
of substantial justice. They snould 
{inform the defendant fairly what is 
to be charged against him, but I do 
not think that they are to be con- 
strued with the specification, the 
nicety, and refinement requisite in a 
criminal case. 

I hope, as this will come up often, 
that some one will demand a vote on 
this ruling. I rule the testimony is 
admissible. 

Judge Cullen entertained a suggestion 
to take such a vote immediately. The 
clerk called the roll.

STADLER’S WORK FOR SULZER. 


Head of Malting Concern Tells of 
Gathering Campaign Money. 
Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, Sept. 25.—When the court 
resumed its session in the afternoon 
Morris Tekulsky continued his testi- 
mony examined by Mr. Kresel. He told 
of handing a check for $50 to Mr. Sui- 
zer while walking downstairs with: the 
candidate after Mr. Sulzer had finished 
his speech at the ratification meeting at 

Tammany Hall. 

“T said to him: ‘Here is a little con- 
tribution to your campaign fund,’ said 
he. ‘“‘And he said ‘Thank you.’ That 
was all the conversation we had.”’ 

The check, drawn on the Garfield Na- 
tional Bank and indorsed in the names 
of William Sulzer and L. A. Sarecky, 
was identified by the witness and placed 
in evidence. Its reverse showed it had 
passed through the Mutual Alliance 
Trust Company of New York, where Sa- 
recky kept Mr. Sulzer’s campaign fund 
account. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Hinman, the 
witness said he was a member of the 
General Committee of Tammany Hall 
at the time he gave the chetk, but had 
no official post on the committee. It 
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was many years ago, he said, that he 
was President of the Liquor Dealers’ 
Association. The witness was then .ex- 
cused. 

Thomas M. Godwin, teller of the Farm- 
ers’ Loan and Trust Company, was re- 
called to identify a transcript of the ac- 
count in the name of William Sulzer in 
transactions covering the period between 
Sept. 3, 1912, and Sept. 20, 1913. The 
amount to Mr. Sulzer’s credit on Sept. 
8, 1912, was $1,112.58. By the Ist of 
December, 1912, the witness testified, 
Mr. Sulzer’s balance was $15,704.15. 

Patrick McCormack of 258 West 135th 
Street, New York, was called and testi- 
fied that he was an employe in the of- 
fice of the City Clerk and his duty was 
to see that the Commissioners of Deeds 
signed the register. He said that Alfred 
J. Wolff, the notary who attested Mr. 
Sulzer’s sworn statement of campaign 
receipts and ‘expenditures was a proper- 
ly qualified Commissioner of Deeds. 
Judge Herrick of counsel for the defense 
said they would concede that, and it 
was so noted on the record.

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VAIN TRIP FOR ASSEMBLYMEN. 


Found Nothing to Do After Hurry- 
ing to Albany. 
“Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Sept. 25.—It was an angry 
throng of Assemblymen that came here 
from all parts of the State to-day in 
response to an urgent telegram from 
Speaker Smith, because there was 
nothing to do but adjourp. When the 
telegrams were sent! to the members 
yesterday it was ‘the plan of the Assem-

villa in the quiet suburb of Le Vé- 
ginet. According to_the revelations 


of the police and newspapers, terrible 
orgies, in which opium, ether, and 
cocaine played a part, were enacted 
there nightly. 

Paris is to-day confronted with one 
of the worst scandals of the kind 
since the Syveton case. Gilded youth 
of Paris bearing names known 
throughout Europe, other well-known 


eigners are involved. 

Pierrette Fleury was one of the 
leading figures of the night life of 
Paris. She was a statuesque bru- 
nette of striking beauty, but of often 
ungovernable temper. The news of 
her death last night cast a gloom 
over the gay haunts of Paris, whose 
habitués were deeply shocked by the 
| tragic end of one of their favorites. 
Pierrette died at midday on Mon- 
|day. She was found dead in bed, her 
head wrapped in a linen sheet.

The maid at midnight found her ly- 
ing senseless, clasping in both hands 
cottonwool soaked with ether. This 
the maid took from her. At 10 o’clock 
the following morning Pierrette was 
still unconscious, and she died two 
hours later. 


A post-mortem examination showed | 


that ether was not the only drug to 
which the girl was addicted. She 
smoked seventy or eighty. Turkish 
cigarettes daily, ‘‘seasoning’’ them 
with opium. 

Recently Pierrette had been the 
companion of a wealthy Argentinian. 
When the latter returned to Buenos 
Aires she followed him, but she was 
sent back to France with money. 
While crossing to France she took 
ether and attempted to throw herself 
overboard in a drug frenzy. She 
went to a nursing home in Paris and 
attempted to cure herself of drug- 
taking, but afterward, taking an 
apartment in the exclusive Avenue 
Mercedes, she made friends with a 
number of persons addicted to opium, 
ether, and cocaine, and rapidly re- 
turned to her old habits in a more 
terrible form.

Returns from Centre St. Loop 
and Interboro Lines Make New 
Contracts Look Profitable. 


COMMISSION FEELSASSURED 


Confident the New Lines Will Pay 
Preferential and Fixed Charges 
Soon After Operation Begins. 


Returns from operation of the sub- 
way lines, including the new Centre 
Srteet loop, received by the Public 
Service Commission and published yes- 
terday, show in the opinion of the com- 
mission that there is every prospect 
that the dual subway system, when it 
is complete in 1917, will earn enough 
to pay the preferentials and the fixed 
charges within a short time after opera- 
tion begins, 

The Centre Street loop is being run 
by the B. R. T. Ultimately, it, will 
have four tracks in operation and will 
have connections with the Manhattan 
and Brooklyn Bridges as well as the 
Williamsburg Bridge, and will also con- 
nect with the Nassau Street line. Yet 
with only two lines working and with 
the single connection with the Williams- 
burg Bridge, in the 28 days from Aug. 
4 to 31, it made enough to pay very 
nearly the entire interest and sinking 
fund charges upon it, after defraying 
all operating expenses, L 

Its total revenug was $722,271. After 
deducting rentals, taxes, operating ex- 
penses, charging off 15 per cent. for 
maintenance and depreciation and de- 
ducting a proportionate amotint of the 
preferential payment to be allowed the 
B. R. T. as lessee, there remained a 
balance of $22,870. The city’s investment 
in the line is $6,500,000, and at 54 per 
cent. the interest and sinking fund 
charges on this sum aré $25,685. Conse- 
quently in the twenty-eight days the line 
earned everything which could be 
charged up ageinst it except $2,814. 

Already the effect of the Centre Street 
loop in relieving the congestion on the 
Brooklyn Bridge is marked. The bridge 
carries now from 90,000 to 100,000 pas- 
sengers a day and the loop about 60,000, 
In a few months the connection between 
the Williamsburg Bridge and the Myrtle 
Avenue line, Brooklyn, will be com- 
plete, and then the loop will, it is expect- 
ed, the taking care of just as many pas- 
sengers as the Brooklyn Bridge, and will 
be more than paying its way. 

The returns from the Interborough, 
which have been considered specially 
satisfactory by the Public Service Com- 
mission, are of tne earnings of the old 
Subway. Under the dual subway con- 
tracts the Interborough is to receive 
from the operation of the old and the 
new lines a preferential payment of 
$6,335,900 a year. after the city has re- 
ceived the interest and sinking fund on 
its present subway investment, and be- 
fore it receives a cent on the new capita 
it provides. In the debates over the 


dual subway agreement pessimistic 
views were expressed by the opponents 


of the plan as to the effect of this ar- 
rangement.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—Officials of 
the Administration could not conceal 
to-day the satisfaction they felt over 
the news frpm Mexico City that 
Federico Gamboa had been nominated 
for President of the Republic by the 
Catholic Party, and that he would be 
supported by Provisional President 
Huerta. A long dispatach receive? in 
the State Department this afternoon 
from John Lind, the President's special 
representative in Mexico, told of Sefior 
Gamboa’s nomination, and said Mr. Lind 
was confident that Gen. Huerta would 
not be a candidate for President in the 
election set for Oct. 26. 

The opinion of Mr. Lind expressed 
in this message and the additional in- 
formation’ which it contained that 
Benor Gamboa had resigned the office 
of Secretary of Foreign Relations, in- 
creased the’ satisfaction of the Admin- 
istration. No formal statement was 
forthcoming from the White House, al- 
though it was said unofficially there 
that the President was not surprised 


by Gen. Huerta's voluntary elimination 
from the Presidential race, as this 
Government had contended all along 
that assurances had been given by the 
Huerta administration that the General 
would not be a candidate. ; 


Viewed as Lind Triumph. 


The President and his immediate ad- 
visers are convinced that the funda- 
mental. principle of the mission in- 
trusted to Mr. Lind has been récog- 
nized by the Mexican Government. 

A proclamation said to have been is- 
sued by the Liberal Party with regard 
to the forthcoming election was given 
out here to-day. It is,asserted in the 
paper that it is impossible to hold an 
honest election under present condi- 
tions in Mexico,.and no Liberal candi- 
date will be nominated. :

Poiret Says They Should ‘Not 
Be: “Afraid to Adopt 
_ Original Styles.

NEGLECT ~ OPPORTUNITIES 


Americans Accept the Word -of 
Buyers Instead of Studying to De- 
velop Individuality in Dress. 


~ 


“American women should be the most 
audacious and daring in toilette. and 
eccentricities of mode of any. Women: in 
the worid. Each should. experiment 
until she finds the peculiar style and 
color combination that suits her best, 
that shows her individual attractions 
to the best advantage, and should nt 
be afraid to be original in following the 
ideas her search suggests.’’ 
| Paul Poiret, the French designer,’ so 
introduced his lecture before an audi- 
ence that filled the ballroom of the Ho- 
tel Plaza last miight. He talked of tHe 
freedom of the American woman as 
opposed /to the convention restrictions 
surrounding the women of the \Con- 
tinent. He said that American women, 
in the first place, were excellent sub- 
jects for tasteful and original dressing, 
and, in the second place, possessed a 
sense of security and feeling of liberty 
in their own country that would permit 
them to be as audacious as they pleased. 
“But,” said Monsieur Poiret, ‘ the 
American women have not made the 
most of their opportunity. They are 
the best costumed -of all women from 
an academic point of vitw, but they do 
not assert theor originality. They send 
buyers to Paris to See for them the 
latest and best in style, but they ac- 
cept the word of these buyers when 
they return without going and seeing for 
themselves or insisting that - their 
emissaries bring to them the best of- 
fered. « 
Mauy of these buyers are not original, 
and they are afraid by nature. They 
are timid in the face of new creations. 
So, often they return to America with 
| pastseason styles and only mild sug- 
gestions. When the women of America 
accept dictation in matters of style from 
these mcn, instead of being served by 
their emissaries they are enslaved by 
them.”’ 

Teh speaker complimented the natural 
beauty and personal appearance of 
American women, and only disapproved 
of them in lamenting what he consid- 
ered their wasted opportunities to dress 
for their own best advantage. He reiter- 
ated that they shtould not be afraid of 
things novel and audacious, and told 
them that they might be bold without 
fear. 

After he had talked on this. subject, 
he. asked his hearers to see for them- 
selves what was newest and best in the 
styles of the coming season, and four 
reels Of moving pictures spoke for him. 
The pictures were of models in M. Poi- 
ret’s gardens and Parisian shop, , and 
many gowns of original and startling 
cut and color were shown. AS eac 
model stepped on to the screen, the 
lecturer described the colors of the gown 
she wore, and often told where he ob- 
tained the idea for it. One was “ sug- 
gested by Grecian thought,’’ -anothér 
was an idea from Persia, and another 
was after the style of a ‘ Russian 
priest.’’ 

The predominant style next season, he 
said, would be fur-trimmed, full-flow- 
ing appeared suggestive of the Russian 
priest. Also, he said, ancient Chinese 
art would provide . material for many 
opular designs. The gowns displayed 
iin the pictures followed these designs.

ACCUSES DAUGHTER 
WHO JOINS CONVENT 


Mother. Charges Theft of the. 
Clothes She Wore and Is Re- 
buked by the Magistrate. 


GIRL GOING THE RIGHT WAY 


So Observes the Court, Whose Own 
Sister Had Gone the Same Path, 
Despite Family Objections. 


When ,Hannah Auboch, the elghteen- 
year-old daughter of Mrs, Gustav Au- 
boch of 2,080 Webster Avenue, the 
Bronx, was arraigned before Magistrate 
Breen in the Morrisania Court yester- 
day afternoon, it was on the charge 
made by her mother that she had stolen 
clothing. It was brought out that the 
girl took the clothing with her when 
she left home on July 19—and thus far 
it was like a hundred other cases which 
come upin the Magistrates‘ Courts, But 
Magistrate Breen was amazed when the 
testimony showed that the girl had gone 
from her home to a convent, and that 
the mother knew this at the time she 
made the accusation of theft. 

Mrs. Auboch said that for some time 
she had not been able tq learn the girl’s 
whereabouts, but that some one had 
told her she entered the Ursuline Con- 
vent at. 198th Street and Marion Avenue, 

It was only by close questioning tnai 
the Magistrate learned that Mrs. Auboch 
realy cared nothing about the clothes 
the girl had taken with her, but only 
objected to her entering a convent. 

“I don’t quite understand why you 
should make such a charge against 
your daughter,’ he said. ‘‘I could un- 
derstand if it-was to prevent ‘her from 
becoming wayward, but she is going the 
right road.” 

“T don’t think she realizes what she 
is doing,” the mother ‘said. 

Hannah ‘Auboch is only 18 years old. 
Her mother said she weuld raise no 


objection if she would wait until she 
was 21 and still felt that her patn led 
toward the convent. But the Magis- 
trate, after telling how his own sister 
had entered a convent against the 
wishes of the family and after peinting 
out that Hannah Auboch was of age at 
18, dismissed the charge as absurd.

Ee Fewer Required Studies for Honor 
Men—Mere “ Pass’? Students 
in Disfavor. !

PRINCETON, Sept. 25. — President 
John’ Grier Hibben, in his speech this 
afternoon opening the work of the 167th 
year of Princeton University, said that 
_ gome marked changes would be made 
this year in the undergraduate courses 
of study, the aim being to help the 
man who is anxious to study and put 
him on a higher plane than the man 
who lacks ambition. Dr. Hibben in his 
speech said that the Graduate College of 
Princeton would be opened on Oct. 22. 
The change in the undergraduate 
course of study, while of particular in- 
terest to Princeton, at the same time 
has a very wide significance. Only 
third and fourth year students in the 
university will be affected. If in the 
first and second years the student has 
attained a rank. known as “ general 
average excellence,’ in the junior and 
senior years he will be permitted to 
enroll as a candidate for ‘‘ Final Spe- 
cial Honors.’’ Such student may elect 
a department in which he wishes to 
specialize, and then may reduce the 
mumber of his studies from five, the 
number required of the average student, 
to four. In many departments the new 
system carries with it exemption from 


examination until the end of senior year. 
The extra hours, made possible by the 
reduction of the number of required reci- 
tations, the student may use in doing 
independent _research work. 

President Hibben in his address to-day 
said: 

“It is. a reasonable expectation con- 
cerning you that you should throughout 
your university course show yourself 
capable of doing work of more than aver- 
age excellence. In oraer to emphasize 
this expectation and at the same time 
to encourage our students to attempt 
something worthy of them and of the 
university, we have established a new 
system of honor course8 to go into oper- 
ation at the beginning of this academic 
year. i 

* These courses are given in every de- 
nt of the university and have 

een conceived with the purpose of af- 
fording our students an opportunity of 
working along lines in which they are 
particularly interested, and can acquit 
themselves with credit and possible dis- 
tinction. These courses are offered at 
the beginning of junior year, as we have 
felt that the handicap of inadequate 

reparation can be overcome during the 
reshman and sophomore years, so that 
at the beginning of our junior year all 
of our students are able to enter upon 
new lines of work, unhampered by any 
past deficiency. 

** With the opening before them of a 
new opportunity such as this, we feel 
that the time has come whey our stu- 
dents must recognize the fact that they 
are expected to do something more than 
escape conditions. We wish to draw 
the line clearly and sharply between 
the group of merely pass men and honor 
men. O one can be said to do his 
work well when it is possible for him 
to do it better. Any positive degree of 
excellence is always challenged by the 
possibility of some superlative. 

**Our honor courses have been so 
planned that the students who are pur- 
Suing them are to have fewer number 
of hours required of them jin the classr 
room. Their work is to be more in- 
tensive than extensive, and we hope 
thus to cultivate in the preceptorial con- 
ferences between the students and their 
instructors a greater freedom of schol- 
arly intercourse. No téaching can be 
highly satisfactory unless it is based 
upon a thorough co-operation between 
the teacher and the students. In these 
honor courses, therefore, we expect our 
students not merely to study a text- 
book, but to master a subject. 

‘Owing to a more earnest desire on 
on the part of our undergraduates to 
rise above mediocre and average at- 
tainment, we are confident that the re— 
sult will show not merely a higher group 
mark in examinations, but also a great- 
er independence of judgment, a more 
critical discrimination, a more profound 
sense of values, and the acquisition of 
more systematic and sustained habits of 
thought. With such training our men 
will be better prepared to meet the se- 
rious responsibilities of life and will 
prove of greater service to their day 
and generatijon.”’ 

Dr. Hibben, in speaking of the aims 
of the new Graduate College, said: 

“We hope to emphasize the supreme 
importance of that type of scholarship 
which seeks truth at its source and 
transmutes it into a form which is in- 
telligible and serviceable to a waiting 
world."’

JENKS PRAISES MONEY BILL. 


Says It Is the Best Now Possible 
and Will Be Improved On. 


Prof. Jeremiah W. Jenks, the cur- 
rency expert, said last night at the 
opening of the New York University's 
School of Commerce and Finance in 
Cooper Union tnat the currency Dill 
was, in his belief, the “the best law 
possible now,”’ and that it would be im- 


proved as fast as the public could be 
shown what was best. 

“If business men took pains to study 
more carefully the principles and meth- 
ods of political action,’’ he said, ‘‘ we 
should not have such unfortunate con- 
troversies.as we have lately witnessed. 

“The bankers have assumed that Con- 


ress is acting from partisan rather 


tnan from patriotic motives, and wil- 
fully ignoring the advice of the experi- 
enced and trained experts. Some Con- 
gressmen have assumed that bankers 
are wholly selfish and unpatriotic, but’ 
nothing is so harmful to the banks as 
bad business. They want the law that 
will best promote public prosperity, and 
they in turn have not realized, as a 
better understanding of political meth- 
ods would have shown them, tnat the 
Congressmen do not always find it po- 
litcally possible to get the ideal law. 

“The Congressmen have had the best 
expert advice. They will get the best 
law possible now, and imptove it as 
fast as their constituents can be shown 
what is best.”

DIDN’T KNOW OF FRAUDS. 


Olcott Says He Had No Connectlon 
with Dover Marble Loans. 


Ex-Congressman J. Van Vechten Ol- 
cott, President of the Republican Club, 
who, as Director in the Continental Fi- 
nance Company, is a defendant in a suit 
brought in the Supreme Court by Amos 
L. Prescott for the recovery of $53,634 
in unsatisfied judgments, denied yes- 
terday that he had knowledge of any 
of the frauds alleged in the complaint. 
He had never heard of them, he said, 
until served with the papers in the com- 
plaint. 

“The inference that I was a party to 
any transaction of a fraudulent nature 
in which Thomas Sturgis or any other 
man was interested is uncalled for and 
without foundation. In so far as this 
suit fs concerned, I will say that when 
on Tuesday I heard of it I called the 
plaintiff's attorney and requested him 
to cause the complaint to be served 
upon me at once. 4 

“The fact is that I never heard of 
the alleged transaction and I never was 
interested in the Dover White Marble 
Company. A few years ago I was asked 
by Mr. Sturgis to become a stockholder 
ot the Continental Finance Company, 
and in order to assist him I subscribed 
for 25 shares of stock, for which I paid 
$2,500, I never expected to receive at 
profits or dividends, and I never did. 
At Mr. Sturgis’S suggestion, I was elect- 
ed a Director, but it was not possible 
for me to attend many meetings. 

“IT know absolutely nothing in regard 
to any transaction between the plaintiff 
and the Dover White Marble Company, 
or the officers of that company or the 
Continental Finance Company, nor did 
I know of the indorsement by the Con- 
tinental Finance Company of any obli- 
gation of the Dover White Marble Com- 
pony until this action was contemplated.

was made by any officer-of that com-

pany in regard to the financial con» 
dition of either company in order to 
obtain any loan, I was entirely igno- 
rant of such statement. Of course, my 
answer to the complaint will be a gen- 
eral denial.”’

Moving Pictures Will Be a 
Feature of Juvenile Clear- 
ing House Exhibit. 


WANT THE CITY TO HELP 


Bureau Operated at Post Graduate 
Hospital Should Be Endowed, 
Dr. Schlapp Asserts. 


To attract attention to the exhibit of 
work done at the Clearing House for 
Juvenile Mental Defectives which will 
be open to the public from Oct. 7 to 
Oct. 31 daily, from 11 o’clock in the 
morning to 10 o’¢lock at night, moving 
Pictures will be shown giving events in 
the lives of three boys from the Chil- 
dren's Court. Sixty lecturers have vol- 
unteered to give informal talks twice a 
day and every evening in the south ar- 
cade of the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Building at Twenty-third Street and 
Madison Avenue, where the exhibit will 
be held. 

Mgr. Dunn will aid the exhibit in ap- 
preciation of the work done for the 
Catholic children by the Clearing House 
which is in the Post Graduate Hospital 
at Twentieth Street and Second Avenue, 
The Clearing House was started on 
Jan. 1 last by the Commissioner of 
Public Charities as an experiment. 

The object of the experiment was to 
register, examine and so far as pos- 
sible dispose of the mental juvenile de- 
fectives of the city. So far the Clearing 
House has examined every mental de- 
fective brought before it, and all de- 
fectives who have applied for care in 
city institutions. Most of the children 
have come from the Children’s Court, 
from the Society for Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children, settlements, 
churches, city missions and hospitals, 
and the Clearing House has sent a re- 
port of its diagnosis of each case with 
recommendations as to its disposition. 

It has also investigated the home 
conditions under which the children 
live, made recommendations for the ad- 
mission or discharge of patients to and 
from city and State institutions, and 
has kept a scientific record of-all per- 
sonal and family histories with a view 
to future study of’the causes of 
amentia. 

The Clearing House plans now to fol- 
low up cases after the children leave 
the institutions for the purpose of hav- 
ing a complete record of the child’s life 
and surroundings from the time of its 
appearance before it. Such records will 
prove very valuable in case the child 
comes again before the public, as a 
means of establishing its mental con- 
dition and aiding a decision regarding 
its final disposition. To this 6nd a sys- 
tem of finger prints will be inaugurated 
to establish the absolute identity of the 
individual with its Clearing House 
record, no matter how many years 
elapse between the taking of the finger 


i prints and the possible public demand 


tor it. 

At present owing to the overcrowded 
condition of Randall's Island and other 
institutions, many of the children can- 
not be ‘accommodated even when the 
parents are willing for them to have 
institutional care as advised by Dr. 
Schlapp. The city and State institu- 
tions, outside of Randall's Island, at 
present accommodate only 4,155 pa- 
tients, while it is estimated that the 
community would be benefited by hav- 
ing 25,000 of them segregated. The orig- 
inators of the Clearing House are fully 
convinced that the expense of making 
proper institutional provisions for this 
class would in a large measure be met 
by saving to the State in criminal pro- 
cedure and the support of prisons and 
penitentiaries. Statistics prove that at 
present the great number of juvenile de- 
fectives constitute a tremendous. ex- 
pense to the community. 

“In order that the Clearing House 
applicants may be better and adequately 
cared for,” said Dr, Schlapp yesterday, 
“the institutions that receive them di- 
rectly from the Clearing House should 
be enlarged, as, for example, the 
Schools for Feeble Minded on Randall’s 
Island. This island is an ideal place 
for these juvenile defectives because of 
its quiet space and natural isolation 
by water, which does away with much 
of the artificiat restraint of walls and 
their prison-like effect, while its prox- 
imity to the city makes it easy for 
parents to visit their children. 

‘* All research work is best done near 
scientific centres, and the Clearing 
House, which collects and sifts data 
offers the key to the whole situation. 
It has within its fold not only men 
qualified to take up the work from the 
clinical side, but also men to consider 
the cases from the pathological side. 
Since Jan. 1 our work has trebled; 2,800 
patients have been registered, but with 
the increase in the volume of work there 
has been, unfortunately, no correspond- 
ing increase in the staff of physicians 
psychologists, stenographers, or social 
service workers. 

“In order to realize the purpose of the 
Clearing House it must be maintained 
on an absolutely stable basis, which is 
at present impossible because it has no 
official status. To give it this standing 
the city must moran funds for its 
maintenance as a branch of the De- 
partment of Public Charities. At pres- 
ent it is merely an accessory to this 
department.”’ 


ENLISTS REPUBLICAN WOMEN 


Mrs. Blatch Hopes Changes In Con- 
vention System WIll Ald Suffragism 


Letters were sent yesterday from the 
Woman's Political Union by Mrs. Stan- 
ton Blatch, the President, to Mrs. Emma 
Smith De Voe, President of the League 
of Women Voters of Seattle, Wash., 
and to the Presidents of all the 
State Republican women in the ten suf- 
frage States. Mrs. Blatch urges women 
%o work for what she calls a “ political 
side wind,’’ which she hopes will blow 
in votes for women. 

Mrs. Blatch writes with reference to 
the proposal made at the Republican 
State Convention in Carnegie Hall last 
Tuesday to change the basis of re - 
sentation in Republican National Con- 
ventions to one more nearly correspond- 
ing to the vote cast, Mrs. Blatch asks 
the women to work to have representa- 
tion based not ‘‘more nearly,” but ex- 
actly according to the vote cast. If 
this was done, Mrs. Blatch tells the 
women, the representation from the 
suffrage States would exceed that of 
the representation from the non-suf- 
at, States. 

“Women may obtain the suffrage in 
the West by a direct referendum,” says 
Mrs. Blatch, “but in the Middle West 
and East, it will come, I have long 
thought, by some political side wind. 
It was the political situation in the 
Legislature that gave the women the 
vote in Illinois, and I believe exact rep- 
resentation of the votes cast in a na- 
tional convention may be the ‘side 
wind’ which will give women the vote 
in the States where they are not now 
enfranchised. The women voters of 
the West should hold their Fanty. to a 
ust and logical standard and they will 

e doing the best work possible to help 
enfranchise the. woman of the East.”

UNRECONCILED ULSTER. 

With Irish Home Rule practically 
assured after a whole generation of 
bitter contest, with a majority of the 
English people willing at last to grant 
to their Irish neighbors the privilege 
of regulating their domestic affairs to 
suit themselves, the position of the Ul- 
ster people seems an anachronism. 
They are Protestants and fear Catho- 
lic domination, therefore if the rest of 
Ireland gets Home Rule they will no 
longer be Irish; but they will not 
withdraw from the Green Isle. They 
will stay where they are and make 
Ulster an independent -province. A 
provisional Government will take over 
the province, and Sir EpwakD CaRsoN 
will be Premier. The proclamation, 
with its provision for military defense, 
the ‘post, finance, education, and the 
customs, seems an elaborate joke, yet 
we are forced to believe that it is not, 
but is deadly serious, in which case it 
can only mean civil war. 3 

In this country we have long be- 
lieved that Ireland should have the 
benefit of Home Rule, wherefore we 
can hardly sympathize with this move- 
ment to deprive the country of that 
blessing in the very hour of its reali- 
zation. A natural question is, If Ul- 
ster is strong enough to set itself up, 
as an independent province, why 
should the Ulsterites fear domination 
by the Catholic Irishmen? "We had 
been led to believe that the Ulster 
movement was largely fostered by his 
Majesty’s Opposition to delay the 
Home Rule bill. Perhaps that was 
true at first, and the movement has 
now run away with its promoters. In 
any case the position so boldly as- 
sumed by Sir EpwarkD Carson and some 
of his distinguished associates is sure- 
ly full of peril. It is easier to believe 
that Mr. AsquiTH’s. lucky but fre- 
quently perplexed Government will 
find a way out of this new trouble 
than it is to guess what the next 
move will be. 

MEXICO AND OUR POLICY. 

On the whole it seems that the Pres- 
ident’s announcement of his Mexican 
policy has been accepted by the Amer- 
ican press “as the voice of the united 
nation;’’ with very few insignificant 
exceptions. Secretary DANIELS must 
not expect too much of a republic, but 
beyond a few newspapers representing 
the intervention sentiment, the press 
has accepted Mr. WIiLson’s ideas of the 
proper attitude for the United States 
to assume toward Mexico in the crisis 
which now seems to be passing except 
in the columns of those same inter- 
ventionist journals. Naturally it has 
been patriotically assumed that the 
Washington Government has had in- 
formation not accessible to the press in 
regard to the feeling of the Mexican 
people. 

It must be admitted, too, that things 
seem to be going President WHILson’s 
way in Mexico. GAamBoa has been 
nominated by the Catholic Party, and 
Gen. HvuErT«a’s acceptance of the For- 
eign Secretary’s candidacy is suffi- 
cient proof that the Provisional Pres- 
ident has no idea of becoming a can- 
didate for election himself. Gen. 
Fevtrx Diaz is on his way home to en- 
ter the contest, and there is every 
prospect of just such an election in 
Mexico as President Witson advised, 
and the installation of a Government 
which Washington can recognize with- 
out changing its attitude in the least. 

It must be admitted that all this 
looks enough on the surface like a 
successful outcome of our Mexican 
policy te justify a trifle of shouting, 
only it will be just as well to defer the 
felicitations until we can be quite sure 
that things are coming out just that 
way. Meanwhile, Secretary DANIELS 
must bear in mind that the press and 
the people will support the foreign 
policies of the Executive loyally, 
though there are some Americans who 
firmly believe that we ought to annex 
all territory adjacent to ours, and in 
turn all adjacent to that, and so ad in- 
finitum, until we have everything we 
do not want. The policy of interven- 
tion and all policies tending toward 
needless interference in Mexico’s af- 
fairs have been condemned, however, 
by all who have our national interests 
really at heart. There have been, to 
be sure, a few generally well-informed 
persons who feared that the seeming 
failure of the policy of mediation 
might lead indirectly but surely to 
intervention, but it seems that they 
were mistaken, for which we should 
all: be grateful. 


THE WRECKS AND THE GUILT. 

After a thundering in the index 
about the financial management of 
the New Haven Railroad, which has 
little enough to do with the enforce- 
ment of discipline among its em- 
ployés, the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in its report on the lat- 
est New Haven wreck does put bur- 
dens of responsibility fairly and 
squarely upon the road’s Directors. 
In the thirty-two months that record 


a long series of New Haven Railroad. 


disasters, the report says, there were 
153 convictions of enginemen run- 
ning past signals and 101 cases of 
improper flagging. These are of- 
fenses each of which, according to 
Vice President WuHawuny, constitutes 
the ‘“‘ worst crime a railroad man can 
commit.” There is no adequate pun- 
ishment for this capital crime except 
dismissal. But only twenty-nine en- 
ginemen were discharged and twenty- 
seven flagmen “dismissed. At the 
recent hearing before the Commission 
there was concurrent testimony that 
running past signals was a frequent 
daily occurrence and not usually re- 
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Oct. 17 last! ordered ‘the President to 
make a searching investigation into 
the competency of engineers em- 
ployed by ‘the road, and to leavé 
nothing undone which, in his’ judg- 
ment and that of his associates, 
would conduce to greater safety in 
operation of the railroad, never there- 
after called upon the officials of. the 
road for a) report presenting the re- 
sults of their investigation. Instead 
disaster followed disaster in quick 
succession,| and the road’s officials 
continued to let off men found guilty 
of the worst of railroad crimes. ‘ 

The charge is pressed home, and 
deservedly, Ultimately, the Directors 

of a railroad are responsible for its 
discipline,| especially the discipline 
that assures safety to the traveling 
public. Though briefer in its con- 
demnation, the report is not less un- 
sparing of the individual employés 
whose failure to obey the safety rules 
was ‘“‘the direct and proximate cause 
of this disaster.’”’ The Commission’s 
thunders and lightnings fall unre- 
servedly upon the heads of the road’s 
Directors and these employés. But it 
roars not so harshly as a sucking 
dove at the responsible leaders of the 
Brotherhoods of Enginemen and Sig- 
nalmen. 

The Commission knows about them. 
During its investigation of the 
Bridgeport wreck CLINTON L. BARDO, 
General Manager of the New Haven 
Railroad, swore to the weakening of 
a safety rule at the direct instance of 
the General Committee of Engineers 
of that railroad, which, he said, had 
been “edging in, inch by inch,” to- 
ward the imposition of new rules 
which ‘necessarily tend to break 
down the safety of the service.” The 
specific result of their action in this 
case was the Bridgeport wreck. He 
added: 

The General Manager of a railroad 
should have power to say what is 
right and wrong, and he should have 
the power to enforce what he says. 
He cannot have the power if the or- 
ganization is going to point the pistol 
at him every time that he attempts 
to do something which he knows, from 
his own best judgment, is the right 
thing to do. 

Within the past week these union 
leaders have demanded the retire- 
ment of General Manager BARDO as 
a condition of their considering the 
acceptance of rules governing the 
promotion of trainmen for “ fitness, 
ability, experience, and _ seniority,” 
instead of for seniority only. Within 
a fortnight Chairman Evans of the 
Engineers’ Committee spurned the 
road’s new rules which referred to 
examination for vision, for color 
sense, hearing, and to other tests of 
physical fitness, and rejected the 
proposal to make the decisions of Su- 
perintendents final in matters of dis- 
cipline. The rights of the engineers, 
Mr. Evans said, have “ progressed 
“too far to ‘give almost unlimited 
“power to the Division and Mechan- 
“ical Superintendents.” We search 
the report of the Interstate Commis- 
sion in vain for a passage referring 
to this arbitrary and anti-social— 
homicidal—use of power of the union 
leaders to break down discipline. 

The New Haven management now 
has its opportunity. The Commerce 
Commission has challenged the Di- 
rectors to direct in matters of safety. 
It has failed to take cognizance of a 
powerful factor in the multiplication 
of disasters on the New Haven Rail- 
road, Let the Directors of the rail- 
road cause their operating agents to 
promulgate rules and do everything 
in their power to enforce them. If 
thoreafter strikes threaten for the 
discharge of incompetent men and if 
attempts are made to keep them in 
the service to the prejudice of the 
public safety, the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission may find itself 
face to face with the necessity of pre- 
paring a report of a different nature. 


————— 
A BETTER FOOD LABEL. 


The Government's food officials are 
concerned chiefly with the purity of 
the product offered for sale and the 
accuracy of its label. Practically no 
account is taken of the fuel value of 
different foods. Jams made with com- 
mercial glucose instead of cane sugar 
violate the law unless the label ex- 
plicitly states that glucose has been 
used. Yet both kinds of jam are 
equally nutritious and yield substan- 
tially equal amounts of body energy. 
The same is true of oleomargarine and 
butter, which differ in . composition 
and in price, but not in food value. 
Dr. Joun R. Murwtin suggests in the 
current number of Popular Science 


that the Government compel all man-, 


ufacturers of foodstuffs to print on 
the label the exact energy and protein 
content of their products: 

If,\ for example, a certain brand of 


oatmeal bore on its label the state- | 


ment, “‘ This package is guaranteed to 

contain 2,000 calories of heat energy,’’ 

this information would be worth many 

times as much to the purchaser as the 

statement, ‘‘ This food is guaranteed 

“to comply with the Food and Drugs 

“act,” &c. For he would then have 

some basis upon which to judge the 

actual economy of his purchase. Some 

other product likewise ‘‘ guaranteed to 

contain 2,000 calories ’’ might cost him 

only one-half as much. : 

* Such a'law, Dr. MuRLIN says, would 
entail no great hardship on the man- 
ufacturer, but {it would enable the 
consumer to buy his foods economi- 
cally and scientifically. Moreover, it 
would encourage producers and, manu- 
facturers to improve the actual food 
value of their products, not simply 
their appearance and flavor. 

Dr. MurRttin does not altogether deny 
the importance of flavor in the selec- 
tion of foods. Many articles of diet 
which are poor in protein content con- 
tribute by their taste and appearance 
to the digestibility of meals. Light 
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have:a proper place in the dietary, ir 
respective of their fuel or energy 
value. But while it would not apply 
strictly to this class of foods, Dr. 
MURLIN’s suggested label would in the 
great majority of cases enable the 
housewife to buy more cheaply and 
efficiently than is now possible.

THE KAISER’S POLISH SUBJECTS. 

The cold reception of the German 
Emperor on his recent visit to Posen 
indicated that the Poles are just as 
unreconciled to Prussian rule as when 
BismakcK told their Deputies in the 
Reichstag that the domination of their 
race had been a thoroughly bad one, 
and would “never, never bo fre- 
stored.” Up to forty years ago the 
Prussian Government, while vigilant 
in suppressing insurrrection and 
prompting and aiding Russia in a 
similar course, had been tolerant of 
the customs and prejudices of the 
Poles. With the successful outcome 
of the Franco-Prussian war the old 
laissez faire policy gave way to one 
of suppression and amalgamation, 
which has been pursued with increas-. 
ing rigor ever since. The aim of 
that policy is to Germanize the Poles, 
and especially the younger generation. 
With that view the schools have been 
taken completely under State control 
and the teaching and use of the Ger- 
man language have been made: com- 
pulsory, while the enforcement of 
these and other measures of like aim 
is intrusted to officials fully gifted 
with the intolerable arrogance of their 
class—to which BrsmMaRCK himself bore 
testimony when he wrote: 

Petty despotism of this sort is often 
@ much more serious cause of polit- 
ical disaffection than difference of 
opinion as to forms of government. 
But in the subaltern portion of our 
State servants there is rooted, with 
indestructibie firmness, a tendency to 
be overbearing and rude. 

The consequence is that the Poles 
and Germans, instead of coming to- 
gether, are becoming more antago- 
nistic. The Poles cherish the nation- 
alism that Prussia seeks to extin- 
guish, and their children are taught 
in the home the tongue they dare not 
lisp in the schools. “ The Irish of 
Prussia’ the Polish subjects of the 
Prussian King have been called, and 
it must be acknowledged that Prus- 
sian methods in Posen recall in some 
degree England’s long-continued but 
ineffectual efforts to crush the na- 
tional spirit of Ireland. 

Emperor WILLIAM has shown on 
more than one occasion that he 
is keenly desirous of being loved 
by his people. When an attempt, 
which did not result seriously, was 
made on his life he seemed deeply 
affected by the thought that any 
German should have such ill-will 
toward him as to make such an at- 
tempt. It cannot be supposed, either, 
that the Emperor regards his Polish 
subjects as aliens or that he is in- 
different to their pronounced animos- 
ity. He is no longer a young man, 
and cannot view with serenity the 
prospect, under existing conditions, of 
transmitting to his successors a leg- 
acy of Polish hate, an enemy within 
who might strike a blow at any time 
in aid of a foe without. Before him is 
the example of England, which, after 
centuries of repression, has recog- 
nized the errors of the past, and by 
adopting methods both just and con- 
ciliatory has turned enemies into 
friends and elements of weakness into 
sources of strength. 

It cannot be expected that Prussia 
would erect her share of Poland into 
a separate State, but much might be 
accomplished toward gaining the good- 
will of the Poles by allowing them to 
live in accord with their national 
ideals and customs, to enjoy the un- 
restricted use and teaching of ther 
own language, and to‘be free from 
arrogant dragooning by German offi- 
cials. 


To those who have known LovIs 
WINDMUELLER in his hale age, the 
thoroughly Americanized and public- 
spirited man, who brought from Ger- 
many that genius for trade and busi- 
ness and for patriotic and social works 
which is characteristic of the best 
men of his race, the news of his men- 
tal failure will seem deplorable in- 
deed. As a philanthropist and pro- 
moter of the highest tendencies in 
this community Mr. WINDMUBLLER 
has the personal sympathy of all of 
his friends, which is extended to his 
family.

Dr. Ropert T. 
Morris, in the let- 
ter printed yes- 
terday; fully cor- 
roborated the ex—

umn. In the terms of the new psy- 
chology, too, he told just how it is, and 
why, the forked twig bends downward 
when the self-deceiving magician comes 
to'a place where there is more or less 
probability of finding whatever it may 
be that he is looking for. 

But while admitting that the “ divin- 
ing rod ’’ is in no such sense as has been 
assumed by its votaries a guide to the 
object of search, Dr. Morris insisted 
that it does serve a purpose. It con- 
centrates the operator’s attention, he 
wrote, and allows him to suppress the 
image of conflicting impressions that 
might enter his reasoning mind and 
confuse his instinctive impression. 

That is not quite easy to see, but the 
fact that the twigs have been thus used 
for more centuries than anybody can 
number shows their employment to be 
one of those ‘ folkways’’ which, as 
Prof. SuMNER so conclusiyely proved, 
are never to be treated lightly. Under 
all of them, no matter how absurd, 
there is always a reason that is, or once 
was, a good one. It does seem probable, 
jhowever, that the most successful of 
** dousers *’ could do better work if he 
threw away his silly switch and brought 
up into consciousness the special knowl- 
edge which he undoubtedly possesses. 
He knows nothing that any geologist 
could not learn, while some real science 
would add vastly to the powers of the 
man with the ‘‘ instinctive impression.’’ 


UNFIT PUPILS. 


“Forced ’’ Promotion Makes Their 
School Training a Farce. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I am told that the most frequent reason 
assigned by Principals for violating a com- 
mon-sense law by promoting unfit pupils is 
that the said pupils have been two terms in 
the grade from which they are promoted. 
It is said as if it was the most natural an- 
swer in the world. This is done because the 
pupils ‘‘have got all they can out of the 
lower grade, so we give them a chance to 
get what they can in the higher.’’ Repeating 
this process from term to term, we can ac- 
count for the ‘‘ defectives’? found by Hanus 
investigators in ‘high "’ schools-——tragedy or 
comedy, as you look at it. 

The recently amended law requires the 
pupil seeking ‘‘ working papers’ to have 
reached 7A grade, so that the promotion of 
unfit pupils will be still further forced: no 
one in power wants to face the fact that 
for what {is called ‘“‘ education”? fewer are 
fit than we like to suppose, also that the 
unfit pupils who clog all classes are detri- 
mental to good pupils, also that there is 
really no “ compulsory ” education, also that 
the Hanus report could not only have said, 
“ Graduation from 8B does not prove that 
the pupil knows anything accurately,’’ but 
also that ‘‘ presence in 7B or 6B or 5B does 
not prove that the pupil knows any preced- 
ing grade accurately '’—yet accuracy is about 
all there is to education. Compulsory hon- 
esty is more needed than ‘‘ compulsory ’’ edu- 
cation.

No-« 
body can answer “ Inquirer’s ’’ question, In 
the words of Thomas Huxley, ‘‘ Why trouble 
ourselves about matters of which, however 
important they may be,- we do know noth- 
ing and can know nothing?”’

Crippled Boy Without Work. 

A hard-working lad of eighteen is in 
despair because in searching for steady work 
he recently met with a serlous accident that 
necessitated the amputation of one leg. He 
cannot in consequence help his mother or 
even earn his own living. While on crutches, 
no one will consider giving him a chance, 
and it is planned to provide him with an 
artificial mb and obtain work for him that 
he can do.

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DEFENDS FEATHER TRADE. 


Mr. Syrett Tells of its Work for 
Wild Bird Preservation. 


To-the Editor of The New York Timea: 

In his letter to Tuy Times, Dr. Horna- 
day asks of the millinery and leather 
trade six questions, to which the an- 
swers. are simple: 


Q.—Show us one result that you have 
achieved in protecting or increasing any 
species of wild birds, great or small, either 
in captivity or out of it. 

A.—The four most conspicuous species 
are: The ostrich, the rhea, the heron, and 
the bird of paradise. 

Q.—Show us one law for the protection 
of birds that you have put upon any statute 
book or have even helped to place there. 

A.—Statutes of the States of Ciudad 
Bolivar and Apure, Republic of Venezuela. 

Q.—Point out one warden that you have 
ever pald to protect birds anywhere on this. 
round earth. 

A.—By the hundreds along the Upper 
Senegal, and on the Niger, protecting the 
white heron in their favorite haunts in 
the Issa-Ber District, and in Upper Ma- 
cina; the various owners of the garceros, 
and the Executives of the various States of 
the Republic of Venezuela. 

Q.—Show us one law restricting the 
slaughter of birds for millinery purposes 
that you have not fought. 

A.—The trade has never fought nor op- 
posed restrictive laws upon the killing of 
wild birds. It has protested only against 
the statutes unjustly discriminating against 
the trade, and having for their object the 
destruction of the commercial value of wild 
bird plumage, which is the sole and only 
adequate protection of avifauna, 

Q.—Tell us where and how you propose 
to breed birds of paradise in captivity— 
any species you please. 

A.—Owing to the limited space at the 
command of the writer, Mr. Hornapy is 
respectfully referred to the reported trip 
in New Gulnea-Hollandaise of the Mam- 
berano Expedition, where this question with 
regard to the birds of paradise is treated 
somewhat exhaustively. 

Q.—Tell us where you are going to raise 
egrets for the plume market. 

A.—In the heronries’ and garceros now 
to be found in large, numbers all through 
the Republic of Venezuela, where these 
birds largely come from. As an example of 
what can be done in this regard, let me 
state that during the year 1910, 1,250 kilos 
gross weight of egret, the gathered feathers 
of these heronries, were exported from the 
port of Ciudad Bolivar alone. Attention 
is further. called to the report appearing 
in the public press of the return of J. J. 
Smith from Central America, with refer- 
ence to the protection of egrets by the 
Colombian Government. 


Mr. Hornaday refers to the Commit- 
tee for the Economic Preservation of 
Birds, formed not long since in Eng- 
land. He seeks to belittle the objects 
of this organization, and applies no 
worse abuse to its organizers than to 
state that they are “gullible British 
zoologists.”” In reply I have only to 
say that among the list of this com- 
mittee appears the name of Prof. 
Bourne of Oxford, Prof. Denny of Shef- 
field, Prof. Gardner of Cambridge, 
Prof. H. Maxwell Lefroy of the Im- 
perial College of Science, and a num- 
ber of other professors of the leading 
colleges throughout the British Em- 
pire. Whether these men can be said 
to be “gullible,” depends upon the 
angle from which they are viewed.

Prove That Prohibition Has Failed 


to Diminish Drinking. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Our attention has been called to 
a letter to Tum Timms written’ by 
Clara. C. Chapin, Director of the Na- 
tional W. C. T. U. Bureau of Publicity, 
Evanston, Ill. Shetells us that dis- 
tilled spirits are permitted to lie in 
Government warehouses for eight years, 
and that at the expiration of that 
time these spirits must be taxpaid and 
removed from the Government ware- 
houses, whether there is a demand for 
them or not. In this she is quite correct. 
She further telis us that during the year 
covered bythe 1913 report a large 
amount of bonded liquor was thrown 
upon the market when the banded pe- 
riod expired because there was no de- 
mand for it. 

At the end of the fiscal year ended June 
30, 1912, there remained in bond of spirits 
more than seven years old only 3,830,- 
000 gallons. These spirits were more 
than seven years old, but not yet eight, 
consequently there were several months 
In which these could be gradually with- 
drawn and sold by dealers for actual 
consumption before they were forced out 
of bond. It is fair to assume that at the 
minimum one million gallons of these 
goods were thus withdrawn before the 
end of the eight-year period. This would 
leave the comparatively insignificant 
amount of 2,830,000 gallons of what we 
term ‘“‘ forced withdrawals ”’ to be taken 
out of bond when the eight-year period 
expired in 191%. 

These figures completely upset the as- 
Sertion that “a large amount of liquor 
Was thrown upon the market.” lHvery 
dealer desires a certain amount of eight- 
year-old whiskies for high grade use 
and for medicinal purposes and 2,830/- 
000 gallons divided among the dealers 
of the United States are not sufficient 
to meet the actual demand for goods 
of that age. 

The high-water mark of withdrawals 
was reached in 1907, when 134,031,066 
gallons were taxpaid and withdrawn. 
The country suffered from the severe 
financial panic which began in the Fall 
of 1907. ‘The consumption of liquors, 
like the use of any other commodity, is 
affected by adverse financial conditions. 
In panic years people economize in all 
directions. The consumption in 1908 fell 
from 134,000,000 the previous year to 
119,000,000. As the full force of a 
panic is never felt untill a year or more 
after the financial disturbance begins, 
the minimum of withdrawals for con- 
sumption was reached in 1909, when only 
114,000,000 gailons were withdrawn 
from bond. 

With the return of prosperous condi- 
tions in 1910 the withdrawals rose to 
126,000,000 gallons, in 1911 to 132,000,000, 
and in 1912 to 133,259,147. 

The official figures of the Internal 
Revenue Department of withdrawals, 
stated in gallons, have not yet been 
given to the public, but the preliminary 
report of the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue for the year 1913 shows that 
internal revenue receipts from distilled 
spirits for the year 1912 amounted to 
$156,391,487.77, and the receipts for 1918 
amounted to $163,879,342.54, showing an 
increase of receipts from distilled spirits 
of $7,487,854.77 for the year 1913, clearly 
indicating a very considerable increase 
in gallonage for the year 1913. 

The Government figures clearly prove 
that the efforts of the Anti-Saloon 
League and of the Prohibitionists have 
not in any way diminished the con- 
sumption of spirits.

AIDS CHURCH MISSIONS. 


T. Edwards Leaves Bulk of His Es- 
tate to Further Religious Work. 


Under the will of Thomas Edwards, 
@ retired meat packe®r who died at 
Fishers Island on Sept. 5, the Boards 
of Foreign and Domestic Missions of 
the Dutch Reformed Church in Amer- 
ica will eventually receive in equal 
Shares all but $20,000 of an estate esti- 
mated at $150,000. 

Mr. Edwards in his will, which was 
filed for probate in the Surrogates’ 
Court yesterday, instructed his exe- 
cutors to sell all his realty and securt- 
ties and invest from. the proceeds 
$100,000 in New York City bonds to pro- 
vide a life income for his wife, Mrs. 
Maria T. Edwards. Upon the death of 
his wife he instructed the trustees of 
this fund to turn the bonds into cash 
and give $10,000 to the children of his 
nephew, William <A. Richards, and 
$10,000 to the children of his nephew, 
Richard Edwards. 

Both his residuary estate and the re- 
mainder from his wife’s trust fund, Mr. 
Edwards gave to the two boards of 
missions of the Reformed Church in 
America,. provided, however, that he 


belonged to that denomination at the 
time of his death. The only other 
possible religious affiliation which he 
considered possible was that with the 
Presbyterian Church, in which case the 
legacies of his will he provided should 
fall to the boards of foreign and do- 
mestic missions in that church. Mr. 
Edwards, however, according to the 
executors of his will died a member of 
the consistory of the Madison Avenue 
Dutch Reformed Church, of which he 
had been a member for more than 
twenty-five years. 


HAS ANTI-SUFFRAGE LEGACY 


Mrs. Goodwin’s Opposition to the 
Vote Brings Her a $1,000 Gift. 


It was worth $1,000 to one woman to 
be an “Anti.” Mrs. Frank J. Goodwin 
is the woman, and she told the members 
of the National Association Opposed to 
Woman Suffrage at its meeting yester- 
day that that sum had been left her 
by the late Supreme Court Justice H. 
B. Brown of Washington because she 
did not wish to vote. This was stated 
in the codicil of Justice Brown's will 
and read: 

“To Grace Duffield Goodwin I be- 
queath the sum of one thousand dol- 
lars, not only as a token of my per- 
sonal esteem, but of my appreciation 
of her services in upholding the dig- 


nity of womanhood and defending ,the 
historic position of her sex in our 
scheme of government.” 

The National Association decided yes- 
terday to concentrate its efforts on the 
Congressional campaign and the Con- 
gressional hearing in Washington in 
December. Mrs. Arthur M. Dodge pre- 
sided, many State presidents were in 
attendance, and Miss Chittenden, New 
Yerk State President, told of thé many 
nemes enrolled for the anti-suffragists 
at the Syracuse State Fair.

FOR FREE ART FIGHT 


Removal of Tariff on Modern 
, Works Largely Due to His 
Efforts, Says John Quinn, 


WHAT THE BILL PROVIDES 


Counsel of Association of American 
Painters Discusses the Various 
Classifications in Measure. 


John Quinn, who appeared before 
Congressional committees a number of 
times in favor of the unconditional re- 
moval of the duty on modern works of 
art, fears that there may be a miscon- 
ception as to the final action taken by 
the tariff conferees last week in re- 
gard to the art sections of the Tariff 
bill. Mr. Quinn, who represented the 
Association of American Painters and 
Sculptors in the fight for free art, sent 
out a statement from his office, 31 
Nassau Street, yesterday, in which he 
Makes an exposition of the sections on 
art. 

Mr. Quinn praises the work of Chair- 
man Underwood in supporting free art, 
and says that the country is indebted 
to him, more than to any one else, for 
the victory both in the House and in 
the Senate. Mr. Quinn says in his states 
ment: 

“In several press dispatches from 
Washington and editorials based on 


them, there is evidence of a miscon- 
ception as to the final action taken by 
the tariff conferees last Friday in re- 
gard to the art sections of the Tariff 
bill. The bill will give:free art. The 
absurd twenty-year limitation is abol+ 
ished on paintings in oil, mineral, 
water or other colors, and on original 
drawings and sketches in pen, ink or 
pencil. Original statuary and sculp- 
ture, including not more than two rep- 
licas, will come in free. Artists’ proof 
etchings unbound, and engravings and 
wood cuts unbound, will be admitted 
free of duty. Sculpture and statuary 
to come in free must be the work of 
protessional sculptors only, and paint< 
ings as well as sculpture and Statuary; 
must not include, to be admitted free, 
“ny articles of utility nor such as are 
made by any mechanical process. 

Anything that does not come within 
these provisions, such as objects of 
utility, copies of paintings, additional 
replicas, copies or reproductions of 
Sculpture, etchings, woodcuts or en- 
gravings that are not artists’ proofs or 
that are bound, carry a duty of 15 per 
cent. Works of art classed under the 
head of antiquities (except rugs and 
carpets,) collections in illustration of 
the progress of the arts, works in 
bronze, marble, terra cotta, parian, 
pottery or porcelain, and objects of art 
of ornamental character or educational 
value that are more than 100 years 
old also come in duty free. 

The House had made modern art 
free. The Senate took three reactionary 
steps; it restored a duty and increased 
it from 15 to 25 per cent.; it moved 
back the exemption period beyond which 
works of art should be admitted tree, 
from twenty to fifty years, and put 
artistic antiquities on the tax list. he 
unwavering stand of Chairman Under- 
wood and the other House conferees, 
which was backed by practically the 
entire press of the country, resulted in 
the Senate completely receding from

On the principle, one assumes, that 
the playgoer who is permitted to get 
out before 11 o'clock doesn’t feel that 
he has his money’s worth, something 
of a dampener was provided at the Ly- 
ceum last night by a playlet of J. M. 
Barrie’s which followed Stanley Hough- 
ton’s admirable piece, ‘‘The Younger 
Generation.”” The latter, written after 
* Hindle Wakes,’’ which caused more or 
I-»g of a controversy, is less calculated 
to provide occasion for argument, since 
it deals with a subject rather well 
thrashed out in recent years—the revolt 
of new ideas against the old and frank 
and natural emotion against the tight- 
laced conventions of so-called respecta- 


bility. a 
Mr. Houghton evidently knows_ his 
types perfectly and he has the skill to 
transfer them to the theatre in such @ 
way that they stand: revealed “with all 
their imperfections on their heads,”’ yet 
no less natural and human—and cer- 
tainly more amusing—on that account. 
In this country, and in New York es- 
pecially, parental authority is not quite 
the same as it appeared to be in that 
sombre-hued non-conformist household 
But, happily, our audiences are sut- 
ficiently catholic to be able to appre- 
ciate and enjoy a play, even though 
much of it is out of the range of their 
immediate experience. , 

Last night’s audience certainly did. 

And for this result one must thank not 
only Mr. Houghton for the cleverness 
of what is in a sense a sort of picture 
play, but’a company of actors which is, 
on the whole, very evenly balanced in 
respect to merits. s 

It is the conflict between differently 
constituted people all. moving in a dull 
gray gloom of Puritanical self-suppres- 
sion that creates the light and laughter. 
The comfortable, decorous, middle-class 
Kennions are painfully well meaning; 
every silly little restriction they put on 
their children’s freedom of thought and 
of action has the best of motives be- 
hind it, and they are no less pained 
than surprised when Grace fibs 
about a letter from her sweetheart, 
when Reggie fibs about an innocent 
Yittle dinner he had at Liverpool. But 
the worst shock Gomes when Arthur, 
the eldest son, who is just of age, comes 
home very late—according to their ideas 
—and .bearing unmistakable signs of 
having “looked upon the wine when it 
was red.”’ ahs - 

The offense, awful enough in itself, is 
aggravated by the young reveler'’s at- 
tempt to kiss Maggie, the maid, almost 
within sight and actually within hear- 
ing of the whole family, to say noth- 
ine of a couple of visitors as well. 
Luckily, there has just arrived from Ger- 
many Mr. Kennion’s younger and more 
worldly brother, and his task it is to put 
matters straight by administering a lit- 
tle wholesome, commonsensible advice to 
old and young alike; so that in the end, 
when husband and wife are once more 
seated alone by the fireside, there is 
real meaning in the wistful remark of 
mild Mrs. Kennion—‘‘ I sometimes won- 
der whether we are right after all! ”"’ 

The characters in the play without ex- 
ception are clean-cut and _ interesting 
types, and save for a possible tendency 
to too pronounced sanctimoniousness in 
Mr. Stanley Drewitt, as the father, and 
a rather obvious attempt at extreme 
youthfulness on the part of Mr. Clin- 
ton Preston as the younger son, they 
come through much as one may have 
supposed Mr. Houghton meant’ they 
should. In justice to both these actors, 
however, it must be said that their per- 
formances were generally effective and 
the exaggerations would possibly pass 
unnoticed in a play less distinctly of a 
strictly realistic pattern. As the broth- 
er who has broadened in contact with 
the world Ernest Lawford was capital. 
Both sweetness and dignity were in Rose 
Beaudet’s performance of the mother, 
while a truly early Victorian spirit was 
suggested in the grandmother of Ida 
Waterman. Katherine MacPherson was 
a delightfully fresh and attractive Eng- 
lish daughter, and Rex McDougal, Al- 
fred Dight, Nigel Barry, Kitty Brown— 
in fact, each of the others—succeeded 
very well. 

Although its main idea is interesting 
enough, “ Half an Hour,’”’ the short 
play by Mr. Barrie, proved something 
of a disappointment. It was not well 
enough acted on the whole to create 
any perfect sense of illusion, and its 
first two scenes comprise rather 
clumsily contrived exposition of familiar 
matter. 

There is Lady Garson, proud, beauti- 
ful, aristocratic, who has ‘been 
bought’’ when very young by her 
brutal, middle-class husband. Though 
he mistreats her, he knows she will 
not leave him, as his money talks. 

In the second scene she has left him, 
‘jowever, after depositing her jewels in 
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his desk, with @ note telling him she 
has run away. The young man in the 
case is about to start for Egypt, and 
as Lady Garson arrives minus any be- 
longings but a six-pence piece and the 
clothes on her back, he steps around 
the corner to pick up a few things to 
be taken on the journey. Arrives pres- 
ently a doctor. who was passing by just 
in time to attend the young man run 


over and ‘killed by a motor bus. As- 


suming at first that Lady Garson is 
the young man’s wife, tne doctor then 
discovers, rather too quickly, their re- 
lationship. He advises Lady Garson to 
get out as quickly as possible, that, to 
his mind, being the best thing she can 
do for her lover, now that he is dead. 

In the third act it appears that the 
doctor was on his way to a dinner 
party in the Garson home, that he has 
never seen Mrs, Garson, that the hus- 
band has found the jewels but not the 
note, and that Lady Garson is an un- 
conscionably long time in appearing to 
greet her guests. Meanwhile, brute 
Garson is growling for his dinner. 
Enters presently Lady Garson, who is 
introduced to the doctor, and who rec- 
ognizes her, of course, as the woman 
he saw in the young man’s flat, 

What follows is admirably enough 
contrived suspense with Lady Garson 
on the horns of a difficult dilemma, 
but ultimately gaining the note she 
left before her husband has seen it, 
and also her wedding ring, which she 
is placing on her finger as she passes 
out to the dinner table leaning on the 
doctor’s arm. 

As Mr. Drewitt acted him the doctor 
was almost as brutal as if he himseif 
had been the outraged husband. Miss 
George, whose admirable resources in 
comedy have frequently been commented 
on and who can touch a more tender 
note surely at times, here failed to sug- 
gest very potently either any sustained 
emotion or anxiety, and, though she was 
both pretty and charming, seemed hard- 
ly the best type for the réle.

Irving Place Audience Enjoys 
**So’n Windhund,” Comedy 


of Political Campaign. 


BRIGHT LINES AND SATIRE 


Heinrich Mathaes Amuses with a 
Wonderful Dialect—-Otto Stoeckel 
in the Title Role, 


The German Irving Place Theatre 
opened its season last night with the 
presentation of ‘“ So’n Windhund,” @ 
farce in three acts by Curt Kraatz and 
Arthur Hoffmann. In the company 
ee 

were many new faces. There was a 
crowded house, with considerable en- 


thuslasm for the play and the familiar 
members of the company when they ap- 
peared, and altogether the first season 
of the directorate of Rudolf Christians 
may be said to have started auspi- 
ciously. 

The play proved fairly typical of the 
class of German farce, with perhaps 
more than ordinary emphasis on wit of 
dialogue and less on steady movement 
of the story. Otto Stoeckel had the 
title part, which turned on a “ fat”’ one, 
in spite of the fact that Heinrich Ma- 
thaes, a new comedian, had been feat- 
ured in advance. The farce told all 
about a political campaign in which 
the ‘‘ Windhund,” a fairly untranslat- 
able epithet for our ‘‘gay young dog, 
uses methods he had learned on a visit 
to America to help his friend Ferber 
defeat the latter’s father-in-law for the 
office they both seek. 

Dr. Winternitz, the name of the ‘‘wind- 
hund,” is never at a loss for words, and 
is helped in his machinations by an 
obliging actress who impersonates a 
leeturer on woman’s rights and invades 
the home of Dittmar, the father-in- 
law. She gets Frau Dittmar to declare 
her love for the ‘‘ ideal German family 
life,’ and@ the first-act curtain goes 
down on a terrible family squabble in 
which all the Dittmars participate, with 
the ‘“‘windhund”’ protesting that there 
is nothing so admirable as the ideal 
German family iife. There are other 
touches of satire through the piece, 

Heinrich Mathaes appeared as the iras- 
cible old contractor, Dittmar, who is 
running against his’ son-in-law of So- 
cialistic tendencies. ‘Herr Mathaes ob- 
tained a hold on his audience by the 
use of a wonderful dialect which the 
unexpert, however much he might think 
so, would fear to assert positively was 
transplanted Berlinese for fear it might 
be nothing of the sort. But whatever it 
was, his audience enjoyed it hugely, 
aided and abetted as it was by a 
malapropian use of the wrong long 
words. : 

Otto Stoeckel added to his old-time 
favor with the audience by his playing 
of the title réle, and, Christian Rub, as 
the shy tutor who believed that one 
should never use words of a foreign der- 
ivation because the beautiful mother 
tongue always provided a substitute, did 
a very clever piece of low comedy act- 
ing. At one time, by a simple pose, he 
had the house in such roars that the 
other actors could not go on with the 
dialogue until the hissers bestirred them- 
selves. 

Rudolph Aicher was effective as the 
type of modern young German nobie- 
man. Luise Scheurich showed charm 
in her appearances as the actress, and 
Annie Rub-Foerster, Annie Simson and 
Iffi Engel had smaller parts that gave 
them an opportunity to shine for a_mo- 
ment. Others who appeared were Ernst 
Robert, Willy Frey, Rudi Rahe, Marie 
Kierschner, Brun Holzanagel, Marie Bur- 
mester, Selma Weber, Lina Haenseler, 
Paul Dietz, and Cenci Goetzer. ; 

During one of the intermissions Di- 
rector Christians, who did not appear 
in the play, was called before the cur- 
tain and warmly applauded by the 
audience.

Mrs. Millington explained that she 
came here from Philadelphia on Mon- 
day and had a Pennsylvania permit 
for the appearance of her two children, 
Morris, eight years old, and Helen, 
aged seven. She thought that no other 
permit was necessary. Magistrate 
Marsh dismissed the complaint saying 
that there had been no intentional at- 
tempt to evade the law. 


DR. FRANK FULLER NOW 86. 


War Governor of Utah, Who Never 
Was Expected to Live to Grow Up. 


Dr. Frank Fuller, war-time Territorial 
Governor of Utah, an intimate friend 
and contemporary of Mark Twain, and 
a resident of New York since 1874, cele- 
brated his eighty-sixth birthday yes- 
terday, and incidentally considered and 
ridiculed the recent “discovery ’’ of a 
cure for scarlet fever jn Chicago by 
the application of oil of éucalyptus. The 
venerable physician, still hale and hearty 
despite his advanced age, received the 


congratulations of his friends in his 
offices, and later repaired to his home, 
in the Irving Hotel in Gramercy Park, 
where he indulged in reminiscences of 
his active and interesting career. 

Dr. Fuller was another of those frail 
children, doomed to die at an early age, 
who survived despite the dire prophe- 
cies of physicians and neighborly ad- 
visers of his mother. When he was a 
babe he was so slight that he was 
reared by his mother on nature’s food 
until he reached the age of 7. In 1861 
he was commissioned a Second Lieu- 
tenant of the New Hampshire Volun- 
teer Infantry. Army Surgeons at 
Washington rejected him for physical 
disability. 

‘““You wouldn’t last a month,’’ the 
Goctors said, and he recalled this yes- 
terday with much amusement. 

Yesterday he had the appearance of a 
man of 70. He has a big mop of iron- 
gray hair, a full beard of the same 
color, and every faculty save memory 
serves him faithfully. 

Dr. Fuller has suffered for all the 
years of his life from a throat affec- 
tion, which developed after his almost 
mortal illness with ‘‘ throat distemper 
and canker rash’’ when he was 3. 
That was the scarlet fever of to-day. 
‘A Scotch physician cured him with 
calomel, so when he read of a pur- 
ported cure for scarlet fever he looked 
into it. 

“The use of oil of eucalyptus as a 
remedy for scarlet fever is a waste of 
time,’’ he said yesterday. ‘‘I have used 
that harmless grease with other sooth- 
ing substances for more than sixty 
years for itching skins. Scarlet fever 
is one of the cruelest of children’s dis- 
eases. If kept on the surface it does 
little harm. It is not improbable that 
the application of oily substances tends 
to detain the poisons which should be 
expelled.”’ 

Abraham Lincoln appointed Dr. Fuller 
Governor of Utah. Distrust of the Fed- 
eral Governor, a Southerner, prompted 
the President to send Fuller, a young 
New Hampshire man, to Salt Lake City. 
When the Governor fled to the South- 
land, Dr. Faller assumed his duties. 
While Governor, Dr. Fuller was sent to 
Nevada on some Indian trouble. He 
met Samuel L, Clemens there and to- 
gether they journeyed from Carson City 
to the Esmeralda mining district. 

Dr. Fuller came to New York after 
the ‘war and has lived here since. He, 
with his wife, escaped from the Windsor 
Hotel fire, in which eighty-four of their 
ersonal friends were burned. Mrs. Ful- 
er died in 1906. The aged physiciain 
has one son, Louls Ringe Fuller. 


SUGGEST DR. BASKERVILLE. 


Alumni Put Him Forward for Presi- 
dency of City College. 


The name of Dr. Charles Baskerville, 
Professor of Chemistry and Director of 
the Laboratory of the College of the 
City of New York, was yestercday added 
to the list of candidates to succeed Dr. 
John H. Finley, who leaves the presi- 
dency of the college on Nov. 10 to be- 
come State Superintendent of Education. 
Dr. Baskerville was brought into the 
situation by the meeting of a group of 
influential alumni of the college at a 
downtown restaurant.. 

Among other candidates mentioned for 
office are Dr. Henry van Dyke, formerly 
of Princeton, but now Minister to Hol- 
land; ex-Mayor George B. McClellan, 
Professor of Political Education at 
Princeton University; Dr. Stephen H. 
Duggan, Professor of Education and Di- 
rector of the Evening Sessions of the 
City College; Dr. William H. Maxwell, 
City Superintendent of Public Schools, 
and Dr. Walter Clark, Professor of Po- 
litical Economy. 

Two years ago Dr. Baskerville was 
appointed by President Taft as one of 
the American representatives at the In- 
in Lon- 
don. He is the author of numerous 
scientific, educational and technological 
articles, and of several college text 
books on chemistry. He is also the au- 
thor of a work on radium entitled ‘‘Ra- 
dium and Radio Active Substances.”’

John H. Finley, the newly elected State 
Commissioner of Education, to serve as 
one of the umpires in the pending arbi- 
tration between the Eastern railroads 
and their employes the State Board of 
Regents to-day extended the time for 
him to qualify as Commissioner until 
such time in November as may suft his 
convenience.

I have missed only 
once; being utterly wrong on the out- 


- come of the series between the Philadel- 


phia Athletics and the Chicago Cubs, In 
that I was misled chiefly by the confi- 
dential statements of the Chicago pitch- 
ers as to their condition. I had figured 
them to be beaten after a hard struggle, 
but on the assurances of Brown and 
Overall I changed. They were sincere, 
but overestimated their own condition. 
Im every other series I have been fortu- 
nate enough to pick the winner, and in 
most instances the advance ‘‘ dope "’ has 
proved correct, although New York gave 
Me a scare last Fall.

It is 
stronger in pitching, in the outfield, | 
about the same on the infield, better! 


fortified in the catching department, and | 
stronger in substitutes. McGraw has} 
more really good material to work with 
than he ever has had, but cannot utilize 
it aH. Where last Fall a single accident 
on the infield meant destruction of his 
hopes, this year finds him strongly re- 
inforced. He does not face the prob- 
ability of having to switch outfielders | 
every day, and has a little more pinch- 
hitting strength. Last Fall his pitching 
hopes were dependent practically upon 
two men who had been tried in such 
contests, and an experiment. This year 
he has four, with one in reserve for | 
emergencies who is likely to beat any | 
baseball club at any time. 

The Athletics are as much better this 
Fall than Boston was last Fall as the 
Giants of 1913 are better than those of, 
1912, but for the first time Mack is weak } 
in veteran pitchers, and must rely to 
some extent upon his youngsters. They |} 
have done gallant work during the sea- | 
son, but only those who have endured | 
the nerve-wrecking of a world’s series} 
understand the risk of sending a young | 
pitcher into such a struggle, especially | 
as the youngsters have little chance to} 
he called upon until the veterans have 
failed or weakened. 

I have been studying the Athletics and 
Giants since the middle of June with a 
view of picking the winner of the world’s 
championship, and believe I know con-|

One was 
compelled to figure New York first on} 
yaper even before the season started, | 

ecause of what it had done, although 
Pittsburgh, on paper, seemed the better 
team.

‘he may have and study the men as if 
they were so many pawns in a game. 
Tf you are ‘going to permit your admira- 
tion for “ Matty,’’ or your liking for 
Bender, or your prejudice against Chief 
Meyers, or your dislike of Eddie Col- 
lins, whatever it may be, to influence 
the judgment, the time is wasted. A 
ball player can make a hit just about 
as often. if you dislike him as if you 
admire him. 
Comparisons are the most odious 
things in the world, but there is no 
other way in which the respective val- 
ues of the league teams and the piay- 
e?fs may bé rated.

work of the managers, so as to escape 
Saying one play is bonehead and an- 
other is ‘‘ smart.” 

There is a lot of misunderstanding on 
this point: A man maybe a_ smart, 
brainy, clever -individual off. the ball 
field and a regular boob on it.- One of 
the smartest literary mén ‘in the coun- 
try once stole second with the bases 
filled. In this study we do not care 
whether a man is a baa actor or a half 
wit off the field if during the games he 
uses his head. We are studying them 
as puppets, not as men, and it is not 
any of our business what they are off 
the field. ; 

Having decided upon the individual 
ability of the player, we consider the 
value of his position in the team. The 
right fielder is not as important in the 
defense as is the second baseman, nor 
is the second baseman as important as 
the pitcher. I have figured the value 
of each department of the game, and in 
this series have concluded that pitching 
condition is 42 per cent. of the entire 
series, 

You can see that by this system we 
come very near a man’s real worth to 
the team; at least to the probability of 
his worth in such a series. This season 
I have not been content with that, but 
have studied the batting performances 
of each batter on the Athletic and Giant 
teams against certain kinds _of pitching. 
Conceding that Mathewson, Demaree, 
Marquard, and Tesreau will carry the 
bulk of New York’s burden; that Maek 
will start with Bender and follow u 
with Plank, and use Brown or Houck 
or the others only when compelled to, it 
is interesting to see what the Giants bat 
against pitchers in their own League 
who none in styles similar to those used 
by Plank and Bender. In seeing whether 
the Athletics are likely to hit Mar- 
quard it is necessary to study how they 
bat against Tex Russell. To See whether 
ar are likely to hit Mathewson study 
their performances against Fred Falk- 
enberg, and so on. 

Even in that study we are against the 
necessity of making invidious compari- 
sons between the American and Na- 
tional Leagues. Is the average pitching 
against the Athletics as good as the 
average pitching against the Giants? 
Both teams are called upon to bat 
against the strongest pitchers each club 
in the leagues can present. No one will 
dispute the fact that, at present, the 
American League has thg better pitch- 
ers; I mean more really great pitchers. 


{I find that during the season the Ath- 


jletics have had to hit against much 
stronger pitchers on the average than 
the Giants have. This is natural be- 
cause every club wants to beat the 
leaders and the Athletics have set the 
pace almost all the way. To pitt Scott 
against ‘them two out of every four be- 
cause he pitches best to them, to pitt 
Walter Johnson against them twice in 
every possible series, to make them 
tackle Ford as often as possible, means 
that they have faced the best ones in 
the American League an extraordinary 
number of games. I have studied to see 
what each batter of the Giants has hit 
against pitchers of. the Athletics type 
and vice versa—and with some surpris- 
ing results, It has shown me some 
weaknesses in batters that I never sus- 
pected and some strengths just as sur- 
prising. 
Some Batting Figures. | 
Taking twenty-five games of the} 
Giants against pitchers of the style of | 
Plank and Bender and Houck and| 
Brown, I find their team batting aver- 
age is .171, instead of a team average 
of .270 (Sept. 8) against all comers. Tak- 
ing the Athletics’ twenty-eight games 
against pitchers near the type of Mar- 
guard, Mathewson, Demaree,, and Tes- 
reau, I find they have a batting aver- 
age of .226 against an average of .283 
against all the American League pitch- 


To me this means a lot more than 
mere batting averages can mean, In 
both sets of figures I eliminated the 
batting records of pitchers entirely. 

Before we commience studying’ the dope 
on the individuals and their managers, 


Do not get the idea that the estimates of 
players are all my own. I have talked 
with members of both teams, men close- 
ly associated with them, with the players 
and many of the managers of opposing 
teams, getting their opinions of the play- 
ers. When my idea of the worth of a 
player is in conflict with the estimates | 
of that same man by players who work | 
with or against him, mine goes into the} 
discard. A player’s estimate of another | 
player is much closer to the proper one, 
ordinarily, than that of any reporter or 
expert can be. They know the little 
things that happen on the field that the| 
outsider does not guess. I recall one) 
case—a player on the Athletics. I had | 
studied his playing and his figures for} 
two seasons, and imagined I had him 
placed about as he should be in rating. 
I rather belittled his prowess in some 
ways and imagined he was a filler-in 
between stars. One night I was talking 
with “Germany” Schaefer about the Ath- 
letics, and he spoke of this Same man as 
one of the really great players of the 
American League, and as the best man 
on the Athletics in team play and in the 
fine points. I was astonished. Through | 
fear Schaefer might be prejudiced in|! 
favor of the player, I inquired of George 
McBride, who held the same opinion of 
the player. Two others of the Washing- 
ton team supported their estimate and 
pointed out things in which the man was 
strong. A few. days later in Boston I 
inquired of Speaker as to what he 
thought of the Mack man, and his rating 





ij was the same as that of the Washington 


The White Sox rated him just 
as high, so my own opinion had to be 
modified to agree with theirs, 

It is frequently that way. I saw the 
player possibly a dozen times a year or 
less, and he may have looked weak dur- 
ing these games, or rather may have 
failed to show his strength. The men 
who played with and against him knew 
what. he could do and what he did do. 

I remember a few years ago taking a 
man from home to see Cleveland play. 
He never had seen a big league game 
before, and he wanted to know what 
** they kept that big stiff down on second 
base for when he couldn't field or hit.” 
He was judging Lajoie from onc day’s 
performance, with Ed Walsh pitching. 

Now we have the basis of the ‘‘ dope "’ 
all Jaid out. You understand we are go- 
ing to figure-out this series together and 
find out which tedm ought to win it, and 
why, and to-morrow we will commence 
with a comparison of ‘ Stuffy ’’ McInnis 
and his understudy and Fred Merkle and 
pe nee who can replace him if he is in- 
ured. 


RIGHT FIELDERS COMPARED. 


Figures Showing What Murray and 
Murphy Have Done This Season. 


Second article by Irwin M. Howe, 
official statistician of the American 
League, analyzing the work of the 
Giants’ and Athletics’ right fielders. 

In the comparison of their work 


against the all-star pitching teams of 
their respective leagues, Jack Murray, 
right fielder of the Giants, seems to 
have the call over Eddie Murphy, who 
will look after the same position for the 
Athletics in the coming series. The big 
games will be no.novelty for the New 
Yorker, who came back with such spec- 
tacular playing last season against the 
Red Sox after falling to get a single hit 
in six games against Blank, Bender, and 
Coombs in 1911. An inspection of his 
work against the National League pitch- 
ers leads to the belief that Murray will 
have much less trouble with Chief Ben- 
der than he -will with. either Plank dr 
Brown. Murray is a .275 hitter, the 
possessor of a wonderful throwing arm 
and keen knowledge of how to use it, 
-and is one of the réal brilliant fielders 
of the National League. His record 
against the best National League pitch- 
ers during the present season follows:

| Fraternity Members to Refuse to 


Sign Contracts Unless Satisfactory. 


DETROIT, Mich., Sept. 25.—Members 
of the Detroit American League Base- 
ball Club here to-day confirmed a re- 


port that the Baseball Players’ Frat- 
ernity has drafted a series of demands, 
which are to be presented to the owners 
of the major league baseball clubs dur- 
ing the Winter for their approval, after 
which they will be submitted to the Na- 
tional Commission, with the request 
that they be made part of the laws gov- 
erning organized baseball. It was said 
that alreidy 65 per cent. of the mem- 
bers of the Players’ Fraternity have in- 
dorsed the proposition. 

Many major league ball players are 
reported to be willing to agree to re- 
fuse to sign future contracts unless the 
demands of the fraternity are accepted. 

Four important demands are under 
consideration, it is understood. They 
are: 

No player who has been a member of 
a major league club for ten years shall 
be given other than his unconditional 
release. 

No player who has been a member of 
a malor and minor league club inclu- 
sive for |twelve years shall be given 
other than his unconditional release. 

No player who has been carried on a 
major league club’s payroll until July 
shall be released to the minors unless 
waivers are secured from the sixteen 
clubs of the American and National 
Leagues. | 

A major league club owner shall be 
prohibited from carrying a player who 
has an opportunity to play on another 
major league club until the late months 
of the season, thus taking advantage of 
the time fwhen the teams are carrying 
many redruits to send the player in 
question to the minors.

First Game Between the Giants 
and Athletics to be Played 
on the Polo Grounds.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 25.—The first 
game in the world’s series between the 
Philadelphia Athletics of the American 
League and the New York Giants of the 
National League will be played on the 
Polo Grounds, New York, on Tuesday 
afternoon, Oct. 7, commencing at 2 
o’clock, 

This was settled at a meeting of the 
National Baseball Commission to-day. 
The commission is composed of the 
President of each League, Ban B. John- 
son of the American and Thomas J. 


Lynch of the National, and August 
Herrmann of Cincinnati, Chairman, who 
is selected by the two principals. 

As the Giants have not clinched the 
National League pennant, it was agreed 
the toss of a cOin would be between the 
National and American Leagues, but 
President Harry Hempstead of the New 
York club called the toss and won. 
After the New York club had won the 
time and peace, President Lynch of the 
National League named William Klem 
aygd Charles Rigler as the umpires on 
the part of his organization, and Presi- 
dent Ban Johnson naméed Thomas H. 
Connolly and John J. Egan to represent 
the American League, The official 
scorers are Francis D. Richter and Tay- 
lor Spink. The prices of seats for ture 
series are: 

New York—$25 for boxes of four seats, 
$3 for upper grand stand reserved seats, 
$2 for lower grand stand seats, not re- 
served; $1 for bleacher seats. One- 
fifth of the seating capacity of 38,000 is 
reserved. é 

PhiladeIphia—Box seats, $5 each; re- 
served seats in main grand stand, $3 
each; reserved seats in right and left 
field pavilions, $2; bleachers, $1. Two- 
thirds of the seating capacity is re- 
served, 

No photographers will be allowed on 
the field excepting those employed on 
the daily newspapers, and they must 
be on the field before the game begins. 

There will be no ground rules. This 
is an innovation. In the past spectators 
have been allowed to crowd on the field 
and all over the ground, as long as they 
paid their money, which caused ropes to 
be placed in the field, and made hits 
into the crowd good for only two bases. 
This year no one will be allowed on the 
playing field except the players, and 
every hit will go for what it is worth. 

No tickets will be sold through the 
mail; all applications for tickets for the 
series must be made in person to the 
Secretary of either club. The National 
Commission will have nothing to do with 
the distribution of tickets. Each club 
will handle its own tickets and in its 
own way. Seats not sold on personal 
application will be placed on sale by 
both clubs on Monday, Oct. 6, the day 
before the opening of the series in New 
co and two days before the opening

All the reserved seat tickets will be 
sold for three games, instead of only 
one. In other words, each ticket will 
bear coupons for three games. In case 
only two games are played in any city 
the money for the third contest will be 
refunded. 7 

The series beginning in New York on 
Tuesday will be resumed in Philadel- 
Phia on the day following, and the 
games will alternate daily. Should there 
be a postponement due to rain before 
five innings are played the teams will 
remain in the city where the postpone- 
ment occurs until a legal game is 
jayed, but should a game result in a 

ie after five innings are played the 
regular schedule will be adhered to and 
he next contest played in the other 
city. ; 

The games each day will begin at 2 
o’clock. There will be a band, concert 
in each city before each game from 11 
to 1 o’clock. Leslie Constans of the 
Pittsburgh club was appointed the of- 
ficial representative of the National 
Commission, but he declined for the 
present, stating that he would not ac- 
cept until he had a talk/ with President 
Dreyfus of the Pittsburgh club.

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USED IN NEW YORK 


Substantial Part of Funds the 


Government Put Out in Interior 
Diverted to Sundry Objects. 


YET TENSION WAS REMOVED 


Banks of This City Were Lending 
in the West and South While the 
Treasury Was Depositing There. 


A large amount of the special deposits 
which the Government has bean putting 
in the banks of the South and West to 
move the crops during the last thirty 
days has come to New York, where it 
has been used for a variety of purposes. 
So far the Treasury has put out about 
$20,000,000 of the $60,000,000 which it 
proposed to distribute among the banks 
of the interior. How much of this had 
come,.to New York, bankers said yester- 
day, there was no way of determining, 
but in the aggregate the amount was 
substantial. ‘ 

These deposits have been made under 
the terms of a circular issued by Secre- 
tary of the Treasury McAdoo on Aug. 
18. In that circular Mr. McAdoo in- 
formed the banks that it was not in- 
tended that the money distributed by 
the Government should be used by the 
banks to pay off obligations to other 
banks or in other similar ways. The 
purpose, he said, was to permit the 


banks accommodated to extend to the 
banks in smaller places such accommo- 
dations as they might need. The banks 
would be expected, he said, to use the 
funds to prevent the financial tension 
which frequently occurred during the 
crop-moving season. 

Soon after the Treasury began the dis- 
tribution of these special deposits some 
of the depositary banks requested the 
Government to send part of the deposits 
allotted them to New York for the pur- 
chase of United States bonds from deal- 
ers in this city. One of the conditions 
which the banks had to meet was that at 
least 10 per cent. of the deposits be se- 
cured by United States bonds, and these 
purchases of bonds were made for that 
purpose. It was reported yesterday that 
the Treasury Department at first de- 
murred to sending any part of the spe- 
cial deposits to New York, but later 
modified its position to the extent of 
permitting transfers of these deposits to 
New York to the extent to which the 
money was used to buy Government 
bonds. :

De- 
spite these cross-currents of money, the 
special Government deposits have been 
effective in easing the money market.

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NEW CITY BONDS NOT READY 


Banks Deferring Interest as Their 
Certificates Are Deposited. 


The city bonds sold last May have not 
yet been engraved and printed, and as 
a result the national banks that put up 
their temporary certificates with the 
Treasury Department to secure Govern- 
ment deposits have not received their 
interest due Sept. 1. 

The certificates run to bearer and in 
order to get their interest the banks 
would have to present them at the City 
Controller's office and have them 
stamped ‘interest paid.” As this would 
involve getting them from the Treasury 
Department by depositing an equal 
amount of cash, the banks are letting 
the interest accumulate. The bonds, 
when issued, may be registered, in 
which case the City Controller is in a 
position to send checks for interest to 


the owners, even though the bonds are 
out of their possession. 

Some of the banks attributed the de- 
lay yesterday to Mayor Gaynor’s death, 
which necessitated the preparation of 
a new plate bearing the name of Mayor 
Kline, but at the Controller's office 
it was said that the delay occasioned 
by this would not be more than two 
days and that the bonds would not have 
been ready vet in any case. They will 
be ready for signature, however, in 
about two weeks. They must be signed 
by the City Clerk, and if he signs 1,000 


a day it will take forty-five days for | 


him to sign the entire issue of $45,- 
000,000. There is no special hurry, how- 
ever, about any of the bonds except 
those owned by the banks. 

The real cause of the delay, 
explained, was that new designs had 
been prepared, including a picture of

Reaction Continues, but at 
Lessened Pace—~Progress in 
Union Pacific Plan. 


The momentum. of ‘the decline which 
had been under way for two days rather 
than the injection into the situation of 
any new adverse influence seemed to 
account for the further setback in prices 
which occurred yesterday. The net loss 
as measured by the general level of 
quotations amounted to less than halt 
the net dechine of the previous day, and 
it was perhaps significant that United 
States Steel, upon which much liquida- 
tion and bear pressure had been con- 
centrated, showed a glight net gain tor 
the day, contrary to the general move- 
ment of prices. The hardening of the 
market for this stock may quite pdos- 
sibly have resulted from the extent of 
the short selling of the last few days, 
but its small advance, taken in con- 
junction with the slowing down of the 
decline in the list as a whole, was re- 
garded by many as an encouraging 
sign. { 

For some days the market has been 
locking for more specific information 
regarding several of the matters upon 
which it had previously based optimis- 
tic expectations. Meanwhile prices have 
been receding from the advance which 
was based on those same expectations. 
Interest remained as keen as ever in 
the prospects of a Union Pacific dis- 
tribution. Further progress has been 
made toward the formulation of a defi- 
nite plan by the Union Pacific manage- 
ment, but it had not yesterday reached 
a point which the Directors of the com- 
pany felt justified them in disclosing 
the probable outcome of their delibera- 
tions. It seems unlikely that the sug- 
gestions which the financial district 
heard yesterday that a new arrange- 
ment would be entered into between 
the Union Pacific and Southern Pacific 
for the acquisition of the Central Pa-~ 
cific will come to anything at this time. 
The Southern Pacific management is 
expressing confidence in its being able 
to establish in the courts its right to 
vetain the Central Pacific and influen- 
tial stockholding interests in the South- 
ern Pacific are most anxious to retain 
that property. This is one reason why 
a sale of the Central Pacific at this 
time is unlikely. Another reason is 
to be found in the fact that the Union 
Pacific, so far as is known, !s not now 
disposed to pay by any means as high 
a price as was offered for the Central 
Pacific in connection with the Union 
Pacific plan, which failed because of 
the opposition of the California Rail- 
road Commission. At that time the 
JInion Pacific was most anxious to find 
a way out of the difficulty with which 
it was confronted by the Supreme Court

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


A Concrete Guess on U.P. M 

Union Pacific Directors did na aia 
yesterday, their failure to da so caus- 
ing some disappointment among those 
followers of the stock market who had 
read dispatches from Berlin sdying that 
action on an extra dividend would be 
taken. As time passes, the Street 
busies itself in drawing to a narrower 
point its-expectation of the amount and 
character of the melon it hopes for. A 
report widely circulated yesterday that 
a dividend consisting of both cash and 
stock of other railroad companies held 
in the Union Pacific Treasury gained 
a respectful hearing in many quarters. 
It was said that there would be dis- 
bursed 25 per cent. in cash and T% 
per cent.. each of Baltimore & Ohio and 
New York Central stock. The reason 
for the selection of these proportions 
instead of others which might as easily 
have been suggested was not ques- 
tioned. Psychological developments on 
similar occasions of the past have 
taught the futility of inquiry of the 
sort. Frequently guesses of this kind 
have proved to be reasonably accu- 
rate. That such was the case with 
this estimate is, however, hardly prob- 
able. Union Pacific Directors have 
said time and again that they, them. 
selves, do not know what will be done.

Southern Pacific’s Weakness, 

Southern Pacific’s report of earnings 
for August was not received with satis- 
faction in the Street yesterday and to 
the decline of net income, as compared 
with the corresponding month of 1912, 
was attributed the weakness of the stock 
after the statement appeared. A fall- 
ing off in profits to the extent of $975,- 
000, caused for the most part by heavy 
increases in operating expenses and 
taxes, occasioned the conjecture as to 
whether the company had been put to 
unusual expense in the month as a result 
of the separation of the Union and 
Southern Pacific systems. It was 
thought that some items which were 
chargeable to capital account under the 
joint system might have heen met by 
recourse to current income. While the 
report was unfavorable when contrasted 
with August of last year, it was good in 
comparison with the same month of the 
two previous years, showing a mod- 
erate increase over 1911 and a decline in 
net below the record of August, 1910, 
which was not great. As the amount 
saved in the way of profits in August, 
1912, was nearly $1,000,000 more than in 
1911, the company had to measure up to 
aj; high standard in its accounting, 
Gross revente was no more than $194,- 
000 less than in the preceding August.

Insuring Bondholders. 

So many and so varied methods of in- 
surance have been put into practice in 
recent years that it is hardly possible 
to select one as something entirely new, 
but an English plan of insuring bond- 
holders against loss is considered in the 
financial district as decidedly novel. A 
Lendon company has announced that it 
is prepared to insure investors in bonds 
quoted at a premium against risk of 
losses through drawings for redemption 
at par. <A description of the plan sent 
out by the company contains examples 
in which the possible loss owing to re- 
demption extends from $5 to $265 a bond 
and the premium ranges from 25 cents 
for each $1,000 bond to nearly $10 a 
bond. The company reserves the right 
to deliver to the insured bondholder 
within a short time after the presentation 
of the drawn bond a similar undrawn 
bond, free of expense except for the 
Government tax. Most industrial bonds 
in this country are so provided for in 
their indenture that if they should be 
drawn for retirement the holder is 


reasonably assured ‘of a profit, instead 
of a loss, in norma] market conditions. 
In case of Government 3s of 1918, which 
were issued with the provision that they 
might be called at par until 1918, there 
might be room for insurance at the 
present time, as they are maintained 
well above their par value.

Complain of Fixed Commissions. 


The local Stock Exchange has pros- 
pered through the strict application of 
a fixed basis of commissions, but in 
London there are many brokers and 
jobbers who regret the establishment 
of the rule on their Exchange. The 
argument has been presented by dis- 
satisfied brokers over there that a free 
market no longer exists, and that the 
check placed upon enterprise among 
the direct buyers and sellers of securi- 
ties must eventually react to the dis- 
advantage of the Steck Exchange as 
a whole. In point of the justice of 
their complaint, the decline on the 
price of shares of the Exchange since 
the order went into effect a few 
months ago has been referred to. 
Stock Exchange shares were quoted 
around $1,000 each before fixed com- 
missions were decided upon, whereas 
the present quotation is in the neigh- | §.

Cepper Buying Light. 

The decline of copper prices in Bu- 
rope, although it is believed to repre- 
sent speculation and not the result of 
changed conditions in the metal market, 
has apparently strengthened the deter- 
mination of consumers here to hold off. 
There has been very little buying of 
copper this week even for Deeember de- 
livery and later months, for which 
there should, theoretically, be a sub- 
stantial demand at this season. The 
selling agencies have not displayed any 
anxiety to place their wares, and, in 
consequence, prices Ais reported to have 
been shaded very little from the 16% 
level established nearly ten days ago. 
The market is still practically bare of 
spot copper, sellers say, and preduc- 
tion is running along on a scale which 
does not indicate an excess of supplies 
to demand for the balance of the year.

“The pressure for money continued 
yesterday. ‘The rates for daily ad- 
vances and short fixtures rose slight- 
ly. The Bank did a moderately large 
business in loans for the week. Dis- 
count rates for two and three menth 
were quoted aie shade 
higher, but bills were not offered 
freely. 

“The Bank return showed a de- 
erease of £1,289,000 in the reserve, 
due almost entirely to the week's 
exports of gold. 

“The Stock Exchange opened with 
a weak tone, news from Albania hav- 
ing an unsettling effect. The Bourses, 
however, appeared to be taking a more 
optimistic view of the outlook, and as 
firmer advices came from the Conti- 
nent, accompanied by buying orders 
for Rio Tinto, Canadian Pacific, and 
other securities favored by Continen- 
tal operators, the markets generally 
became rather more cheerful, despite 
the extremely small volume of busi- 
ness. 

“Toward the close New York was a 
free seller of Americans, and Canadian 
Pacific Railway shares relapsed in 
sympathy. Various new issues of a 
gilt-edged character now pending de- 
pressed consols, and foreign Govern- 
ment stocks showed an almost general 
decline, reflecting the weaker tone of 
the Bourses on the previous day.”

Dr. Leo Sonnenschein, Chief Secre- 
tary of the Wiener Bank-Verein, Vien- 
na, is now in this city endeavoring to 
establish relations with American man- 
ufacturers desiring to do an export 
business with Austria.

Ancient Bankruptcy Law Revealed.

If a man has borrowed grain or money 
from the merchant and he has neither 
grain nor money to pay back, but has 
movable goods, he shall give whatever he 
has to the merchant in the presence of 
witnesses according as * . * Mer- 
chant shall not refuse. He must accept. 
Commenting on this extract the bul- 
letin continues: ‘ This law, which con- 
tains the germ of the spirit of modern 
bankruptcy legislation, denotes an ad- 
vanced civilization. It recognizes the 
rights of man, as against that harsher 
and more brutal custom existing as late 
as 1000 A. D., when the creditor could 
seize the body of the debtor either for 
a time or in perpetuity, and is less harsh

Commissioner Stevens Predicts 
Better Conditions for Autos—

SEE A HEARST TRICK 
IN MITCHEL OFFER 


Hint of a League Deal with 
Tammany in a Metz 
- Indorsement. 


MITCHEL HAS A_ PUZZLE 


Hapgood Urges Acceptance of the 
League’s Offer—Hearst Finally 


May Head League Ticket. 
-¢ 


The possibility of William R. Hearst 
becoming a candidate for Mayor on the 
Independence Leagye ticket this Fall 
was considered seriously yesterday not 
only by members of the league but by 
politicians generally. Two develop- 
ments of the day led politicians to give 
the situation serious thought. In the 
first place, James A. Allen, the League’s 
candidate fer Mayor, wrote a letter to 
John Purroy Mitchel, the Fusion Mayor- 
alty candidate, in which he said that 
he was willing to withdraw if. Mr. 
Mitchel would head the League ticket. 
In the second place, the League, it was 
said on good authority, had offered the 
nomination for Controller on its ticket 
to Herman A. Metz, the Tammany can- 
didate for that office. 

Putting the two circumstances to- 
gether, politicians said that the League 
was placing Mr. Mitchel in the position 
of having te refuse the League’s in- 
dorsement so that the way would be 
left clear for Mr. Hearst to step in 
and lead his party ‘nimself. It was 
pointed out that with Mr. Metz on the 
League ticket running against Control- 
ler Prendergast on the Fusion ticket, 
in the ordinary course of affairs, Mr. 
Mitchel would be forced to renounce 
Hearst and stick entirely to the Fusion 
forces or face disruption of his own 
party. Mr. Metz, it was said, was will- 
ing to accept the Hearst indorsement. 
In opposition to this view, Norman 
Hapgood, Chairman of the Fusion Com- 
mittee, in a letter to Mr. Mitchel urged 
him to accept the Hearst indorsement, 
and said tnat he would not weaken the! 
Fusion ticket in doing so 

Members of the League. who broke 
away from Mr. Hearst when a renom- | 
ination for County Chairman was re- 
fused to John J. Hopper Wednesday 
night said yesterday that there was 
every indication that the Hearst follow- 
ers had made a “ deal’’ with Tammany 
whereby Mr. Hearst would head the 
League ticket and thus increase the 
chances of a Tammany victory. Mr. 
Hearst is expected in New York next 
week. In his absence none of the 
League leaders would speak for him. 


Allen Gives His Views. 


After setting forth the fact that the 
League had designated him for Mayor 
and that he had declined to accept, Mr. 
Allen in his letter to Mr. Mitchel said: 


“The Independence League desig- 
nated you as its candidate for the rea- 
sons that, as I stated in my speech | 
presenting your name to our City Com- 
mittee, you have shown by your offi- 
cial action, rather than by loose decla- 
mation in which public officials so often 
indulge for the purposes of concealing 
their insincerity, that you stand for 
many of the admirable principles of 
government for which the Independence 
League stands and that you have shown 
you consider your pre-election pledges 
to the people as binding upon you after 
election as before election. 

“As the Fusion candidate for Mayor, 
vou, have, in my judgment, by declin- 
ing the support of the Independence 
League, .assumed a grave responsi- 
bility.” 

Mr. Allien reminded Mr. Mitchel. that 
in his letter rejecting the Independence 
League designation he had said that the 
issue of the campaign was the defeat 
of Murphy and Tammany Hall, and the 
establishment in the City Hall ‘of hon- 
est and efficient government,” and he 
continued: 

“Upon such an issue IT am unable to 
understand how any one can _ justify 
himself in pursuing a course which must 
make that issue futile. In view of the 
trust reposed in you by your selection 
as the non-partisan candidate for May- 
or and because of the freedom_of action 
lacecorded you by the Fusion Cammittee 
subsequently to your declination, I be- 
lieve that you will agree with me _ that 
it is now your duty to the people of 
this city to become the candidate of all 
those who believe in you and in the 
principles for which you stand, irrespec- 
tive of party affiliation. 

“To the end that all of the forces 
advocating the policies which your can- 
didacy typifies may be united in this 
campaign, and not divided, I consider 
it to be my duty to withdraw as a can- 
didate for Mayor in your favor and your 
duty to accept the nomination of the In- 
dependence League. 

“T do not. mind saying tnat, except 
that my eandidacy would divide the 
forcés behind the non-partisan move- 
ment, T should welcome the opportunity 
of leading the cause of the Independence 
League. Municipal ownership and op- 
eration of public utilities, the -proper | 
solution of the land tax problem, the | 
elimination of special privilege and) 
other measures which would lighten the | 
burden of the poor are questions which | 
are dear to my heart; but. I realize | 
that personal ambition must yield to the | 
common good. 

“JT trust that you may be in accord | 
with the views herein expressed, and | 
am convinced that your acceptance of | 
this proposal will be approved by all) 
citizens honestly enlisted in the effort | 
to defeat Tammany Hall.” 


Wait to Hear from Mitchel. 


Mr. Allen said last night that he would 
take no further action in the matter 
until he learned just what Mr. Mitchel 


intended to do. When he was asked if 
he would resign in favor of Mr. Hearst 


if Mr. Mitchel refused his offer, he said 
that so many complications might 


arise that he did not care to go on 
record at present. Mr. Hopper said 
positively yesterday that Allen and 
Charles E. Gehring were trying to 
.Tammanyize the Independence League. 
' Allen and others tried to put Tam- 
many candidates on the League's ticket 
and failed,’’ he said. ‘‘Then Frawley 
and some other Tammany leaders car- 
ried the League primaries. I call Allen 
and Gehring Tammany men, because 
thev are attempting to Tammanyize the 
‘Independence League. But I don’t think 
they will succeed, because the elements 
they got together will not stick. 

“The men who opposed me for County 
Chairman have no organization. All 
the organization there is is in Harlem, 
puilt up by me and my friends. I do

Sept. 25, 1913. 

My dear Mitchel: I hope very much you 
will decide to run on the Independence 
League ticket. I realize fully the consid- 
erations of loyalty that led you ‘to refuse 
in the first place, but I think that objection 
can be answered. There is no use in being 
too much guided by fears of complitations 
that may arise, but on the other hand may 
not.

BOMB THROWERS 
TRAILED BY A BOY

Watched Them Flip a Coin for 
a Second Street Job and 
Saw Bomb Lighted. 


FOLLOWED WHEN THEY RAN | 


Marked Down Their Abiding Place, 
Then Brought the Police— 
Arrests a Third Man. 


Inspector’ Faurot of the Central Of- 
fice Detective Bureau was confident 


yesterday that he had at last struck} 


the trail of the gang responsible for the 
recent series of bomb outrages on the 
lower east side. Incidentally, he gave 
praise to Max Goldstein of 325 Fifth 
Street, whose ability as an amateur de- 
tective caused the arrest early yester- 
aay morning of Giuseppe Donnamura, a | 
barber, of 196 Chrystie Street, and Louis 
Laneri, a laborer, of 28 Hancock Street, 
on the charge of having expioded a 
bomb in tne. basement under the bar- 
ber shop of “ Joe’’ Padovano at 89 Sec- 
ond Street. 

While on his way home throygh Sec- 
ond Street shortly before midnight on | 
Wednesday, Goldstein observed two 
men in front of the six-story tenement 
house in which Padovano’s ship is situ- 
ated. He saw tne shorter man take a 
coin from his pocket, flip it into the 
air, and then bend forward to look at 
it. Evidently the coin tosser had lost 
the hazard, for his companion laughed 
and handed to him a bulky object. which 
he drew from benea@th his coat. 

Then the snort man disappeared down 
the basement s‘eps. few seconds 
later Goldstein saw the flicker of a 
match in the areaway, and soon after- 
ward the short man rejoined his com- 
panion on the sidewalk. The pair then 
ran in the direction of First Avenue. A 
few seconds later the roar of an ex- 
plosion mingled with the crash of shat- 
tered glass, and tine thud of raining 
plaster was heard by Goldstein, wio 
had started to follow the two men. 

The two went to the International 
Café at 176 Chrystie Street. There they 
were joined by four others, and the 
sextette conferred together over cups of 
coffee. After ten minutes the two men 
whom Goldstein had been following 
walked across the city to a poolroom 
at 45 Macdougal Street, where Gold- 
stein saw the taller man doff ‘nis hat 
and remove a false goatee. 

Then. the amateur detective hurried 
to the Fifth Street Police Station. De- 
tectives Wuchner, Lawler, and Grottano 
jumped into a taxi and accompanied 

Goldstein to the poolroom, where they 
lined up all of the patrons. Then the} 
amateur sleuth picked out Donnamura 
and Laneri as the two men whom he 
had been trailing for tnree hours. Both 
prisoners denied their guilt, and a 
search of Donnamura failed to reveal 
the false goatee. According to the de- 
tectives, however, the chin of the pris- 
oner was ‘‘ gummy,” as though he had 


jbeen wearing a disguise. 


The pair were locked up tn the Fifth 
Street Police Station, and were taken 
to Police Headquarters later for possible 
identification. Tneir finger prints failed 
to tally with any of the records in the 
gallery, but in spite of this fact In- 
spector Faurot was convinced that this 
was not the first job done by the pair. 
In the Essex Market Court yesterday 
afternoon the prisoners, who pleaded 
not guilty, were held in $10,000 each for 
examination to-morrow. 

The explosion wrecked the front of 
the building and threw the forty-odd 
families wino are tenants in the house 
into a panic. According to the police, 
Donnamura recently tried to rent the 
barber shop in the basement over the 
head of Padovano, but was prevented 
from so doing when the latter agreed 
to pay the agent $5 more a month for 
the place. 

Late last. night. young Goldstein 
caused the arrest of a third. Italian in 
connection with the bomb explosion. He 
told the police he had seen this third 
man in company with the two prisoners 
in the café after the explosion. Gold- 
stein placed the man under arrest on 
Christie Street, near Broome, and took 
him to Brocme and Broad Streets, where 
he met a patrolman, who escorted the 
prisoner to the Clinton Street Station, 
whence he was later transferred to the! 
Fifth Street Station. 

The prisoner described himself as 
Francisco Pappano, 23 years old. a la- 
borer, of 78 Catherine Street. He was 
locked up on a charge of being impli- 
cated in the bomb explosion. <A _ la- 
borer’s check -narked “B. & S. Rail- 
road’’ and twenty. tickets for a raffle 
for a gold watch for a ‘“‘poor fellow’ 
were found in his possession.

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WATSON ON HOME RULE. 


Justice Greenbaum’s Decision Just 


What City Contended For. 

Regarding the decision on Wednesday 
of Supreme Court Justice Greenbaum 
that the Home Rule act recently passed 
by the Legislature was valid and was 
not revolutionary, Corporation Counsel 
Ww atson said yesterday: 

‘Justice Greenbaum’s decision — will 
not result in the transfer of any of the 
powers and functions of the Board of 
Estimate to the Board of Aldermen, nor 
is this the proper construction of the 
Home Rule bill as it is viewed in this 
acuarunent. In the Hammitt case just 
decided by Justice Greenbaum the plain- 
tif sought to enjoin the payment of 
pensions to city employes under the 
rension act of 1911. 

‘““Mr Hammitt argued, first, that the 
Pension act was unconstitutional; sec- 
ondly, that it was superseded by the 
so-called home rule law, being Chapter 
247 of the Laws of 1913. This view was 
opposed by the Law Department, and in 
the course of the argument it was sug- 
gested, and, perhaps, unnecessarily em- 
phasized by the assistant who tried thé 
case, that the home rule law itself might 
be unconstitutional and that it certainly 
would be if an indicated construction 
were to be given to it. 

‘Justice Greenbaum agreed with the 
late Justice Bischoff and with the con- 
teutions of the Law Department that 
the Pension Act was entirely constitu- 
Justice Greenbaum holding 
further that the Pension Act had not 
been superceded by the home rule law, 
and that incidentally the home rule law 
was not unconstitutional. This accords | 
with the view I take of the matter. No 
appeal is contemplated by the Law De- | 
partment, for Justice Greenbaum in the 
result reached in his opinion sustains 
the contentions of the city and is in 
harmony with my own views.”
